Chinese Statesman Spoke Feelingly of 
the Great American—Presents 
Mrs. Grant with Tea. 


New York, August 30.—Li Hung Chang, 
despite the fact that he attended a din- 
ner in his honor Saturday night by the ex- 
ministers to China at the Waldorf and 
had remained up at least an hour beyond 
his usual hour for retiring, asuee this 
morning at 6:30 o'clock. At @ e@clock a 
delegation of thirty Chinese merchants, 
representing the Lee family in these parts, 
called on the ambi 
spects. The delegation, 
py the Chinese consul, was attired in all 

* the splendor of oriental dress, and their 
pigtails were carefully groomed. The 
members of the delegation all bowed al-

ound, as they entered Li 
Hung Chane’s presence, and the great 
man returned the salute. The audience 
jJasted for more than an hour and it must 
have been a pleasant meeting, for the dele- 
gation was smiling all over when the mem- 


bers came out of the room. 

The most interesting event of the pro- 
was the visit of the ambassador 
to the tomb of General Grant on River- 
side drive. Li Hung Chang had a great ad- 
miration for General Grant, who was one 
of his heroes. At an early hour in the 
forenoon a crowd began to gather in the 
vicinity of the Waldorf, anxious to get @ 
glimpse of the famous Chinese. agg In- 
spector Harley, with a force of 125 men 
stationed around the house, kept the peo- 
ple from crowding around the hotel. 

There was no cavalry escort today, the 
mounted police doing the honors. The pro- 
gramme of the viceroy was a personal 
one and this accounts for the absence of 
the government escort. 

The hour set for Earl Li’s visit to 
Grant's tomb was 3 o’clock. Before that 
time the police stopped traffic and nobody 
was admitted into Thirty-third street. A 
dense mass of people lined the sidewalks 
along Fifth avenue as far as the eye could 
see. There were bluecoats stationed all 
slong the route which was covered by 
the distinguished visitor. This was IT ifth 
avenue to Forty-ninth street, to the Bou- 
levard, to Riverside drive and the tomb. 
Acting Police Inspector Thompson was in 
command of 500 men stationed around the 
tomb and along the drive. 

Colonel Fred D. Grant, accompanied by 
his son Ulysses Grant and by his brother 
Ulysses Grant, of San Diego, Cal., arrived 
at the Waldorf at 2:20 o'clock. Mrs. Grant, 
the widow of General Grant, who was 
Staying at the Fifth avenue hotel, was 
driven to Colonel Grant’s house, 25 East 
Sixty-second street, where Li Hung Chang 
was to visit her after the ceremony at the 
tomb was over. 

An immense wreath which the ambassa- 
dor was to place on the tomb of the dead 
general was first carried down stairs from 
the viceroy’s apartments. This wreath, 
carefully guarded by a member of Li's 
Suite, was placed in a cab and taken to 
the tomb. 

At 3 o’clock Li Hung Chang, escorted 
by General Ruger and Colonel Grant, came 
down stairs and walked through the corri- 
dor of the hotel to the Thirty-third street 
entrance. There a carriage was awaiting, 
and he took his seat in it. Colonel Grant, 
General Ruger and the official interpreter 
occupied seats in the same carriage. 

In the second carriage were General 
Miles, General Horace Porter and Henry 
M. Cannon. 

Ulysses Grant, the son of Colonel Fred 
Grant, his uncle, Ulysses Grant, and Mr. 
Drew were in the third carriage. 

Then came the Chinese minister and ex- 
Minister to China George F. Seward. In 
the last carriage were four attendants 
of the ambassador. Li Hung Chang’s

_ Chair occupied a carriage all to itself. 


Everything was ready in a few minutes 

and the start for the tomb was made at 
3:10 o'clock, the carriage driving at a fair 
Gait up Fifth avenue. Li held his fa- 
mous umbrella over his head all the way. 
He received an enthusiastic ovation from 
the 30,000 or more people who lined the 
Riverside and Morningside drives. 

A large space surrounding the tomb had 
been roped in, giving the spectators a good 
Opportunity of witnessing the proceedings. 
At the foot of the steps leading to the 
crypt was stationed a sergeant’s’ guard 
from Governor's island. <A _ solitary po- 
liceman stood guard at the gate of the 
tomb in which had been placed earlier in 
the day a wreath from Mrs. U. S. Grant, 
Sr., consisting of white roses and galaxy 
leaves tied with a satin bow. 

i Hung Chang drove up Riverside oppo- 
Site the tomb at 4:15 o’clock. His appear- 
ance was a signal for hearty cheering. 

There was a short delay whilé one of 
the Chinese attendants nmastened back to 
& rear carriage to bring Li Hung Chang’s 
Sedan chair. When it arrived he was 


§ carried by four policemen from the road 


to the tomb. He carried an umbrella in 
In one hand and a gold-mounted cane in 
the other. On reaching the top of the 
flight of stairs Li dismounted. After tak- 
ing in one hand his floral wreath he ena- 
tered the crypt and placed it on the iron 
Casket. Before doing so he made a pro- 
found bow. 


At his side were Colonel Fred Grant, his | 


brother, U. S. Grant, of San Diego, Cal., 
and his son, U. S. Grant, Jr., 
Le Fung Lu, the Chinese interpreter. On 
the steps outside stood General Ruger, 
Genera] Horace Porter, Colonel J. J. Me- 
Cook, J. H. Seward and Captain Mills. 
Several members of the viceroy’s suite, 
Including his son, Lord Li, also stood near 
the entrance. 

Li’s wreath was a beautiful affair. It 
Was about four feet in diameter and con- 
Bisted of bay leaves and white and mauve 
orchids tied with yellow velvet. The oc- 
Casion seemed to affect Li deeply. 

In conversation with Colonel Grant he 
Teferred to his warm admiration for the 
late general's qualities. One of the lead- 

reasons, he added, for returning home 
by way of America was to visit his friend’s 
&fave. Through the interpreter he made 
Many inquiries about the mausoleum, to- 
Ward which he forwarded Hon. John Rus- 
Sell Young a check for $500. 

After remaining standing for twenty min- 
ttes alongside of the casket, Li uttered 
8€veral words in Chinese and made a pro- 
found bow. Stepping backward to the 
door he repeated the same words to him- 
Self and made a second bow. Then he with- 
‘drew. As he seated himself in the sedan 
chair the crowd ut‘ered a rousing chee:. 
This seemed to please htm greatly, tor 
he gently nodded his head. 

The entire party then entered carriages 
and were driven to the residence ot Colonel

steps. At the door he was met by U. 8. 
Grant, son of the late general. The other 
members of the party followed. 

The viceroy was conducted to the parlor, 
where he was received by Mrs. Grant, 
widow of the late general. Mrs. Grant and 
Li are old friends and the meéting was 
effecting. Mrs. Grant met his excellenoy 
in China in 1879, when accompanying Gen- 
eral Grant on his trip around the world. 

The viceroy was presented to all the in- 
vited guests. He spoke feelingly to Mrs. 
General Grant of the great loss she had 
sustained in the death of her ausband and 
Said that he would always cherish the gen- 
eral’s memory. Then the viceroy ovre- 
sented Mrs. Grant with several! pieces of 
valuablo brocaded silk, a rare Chinese 
vase and a number of chests of tea. He 
also presented U. §. Grant, Jr., son of 
Colonel Grant, with a valuable jade stone. 
The viceroy seemed to enjoy his visit great- 
ly. Refreshments were served, but Li con- 
tented himself with taking two cups of 
tea and smoking a few cigarettes. The 
visit lasted an Hour. 

When Li was on the point of le iving Mrs. 
Grant presented him with a large-sized 
Steel engraving of her husband.

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BANCROFT FIXING FOR CRUISE. 


Officers for the Craft Selected and Or- 
dered To Report. 
Washington, August 30.—The navy de- 
partment has selected most of the officers 
for the Turkish cruise of the Bancroft, and 
their orders have been sent directing them 
to report on board the vessel as soon as 

possible. 
The officers are: Lieutenant Commander 
C. Belknap, who is detached from the na- 


val academy to command her; Lieutenant. 


T. E. Veeder, detached from the bureau of 
equipment at Washington and ordered as 
executive officer; Ensign S. E. W. Kittelle, 
detached from the Vermont at New York, 
and Assistant Paymaster Richard Hatton, 
detached from the Katahdin. 

Considerable difficulty has been encoun- 
tered in securing engineer officers, as the 
department is seeking only those officers 
who have not been to sea for some time,and 
who will, therefore, be available for a full 
three-years’ detail, it apparently being the 
intention to provide for a contingency 
which may probably keep the vessel 
abroad for a long time. Other naval or- 
ders issued today detached all the Ban- 
croft’s old officers and assign them to 
duty at the naval academy. It was decid- 
ed today that the vessel would have to be 
litted for sea at the Brooklyn navy yard. 
She will be immediately docked and have 
her bottom painted and in all probability 
this will be the full extent of her changes. 

The Bancroft now has three large masts 
with considerable sail power, and if possi- 
ble these will be taken out of her while 
she is in the dock and two pole masts sub- 
stituted. Telegrams endeavoring to secure 
such poles have been sent out. Some ques- 
tion having arisen as to the ability of the 
gancroft to carry enough coal for a trip 
without her auxiliary ‘sail power, the bu- 
reau of steam engineering has investigated 
the subject and has reported her fully ca- 
pable. It is likely she will go by way of 
Halifax, the Azores and Gibraltar, involv- 
ing a stretch of not more than two thou- 
Sand miles in any single voyage, this be- 
ing the digtance between MHalifax and 
Fayal. The complement of the Bancroft, 
heretofore 120 men, was today ordered re- 
duced to 101 to give more room in the Ship 
for the long voyage and duty in Constan- 
tinoyle, 

Acting Secretary McAdoo stated that un- 
der orde@s the practice cruiser Bancroft 
had been given a new complement of olfi- 
cers; that she would leave Annapolis Mon- 
day for New York, where certain altera- 
tions would be made to improve her sea- 
going capacity, inciuding the removal of 
one of her masts and that at the end of 
twelve days she would be ready for sea. 
Regarding her destination or future duty 
he declined to commit himself, but said 
that he had never made any denial, nor 
had he authorized any one else to make a 
denial in his name of any published 
Statements upon this point. He simply had 
nothing to say. 

From unofficial circles it is learned that 
the Bancroft is expected in the Mediter- 
ranean before the middle of October.

GUTTER IS IN SIGHT 
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Watching the Movements of the 
Dauntless Off Bronswick. 


BOUTWELL AT DEEP ANCHOR 


Great Activity Among Attaches at 


the Custom House. 


OFFICERS HAVE NOT LEFT THE DAUNTLESS 


Engineer Nor His Commander Have 
Nothing To Fear and Are Not 
in Hiding. 


Brunswick, Ga., August 30.—(Spectal.)}— 
Brunswick is all agog with talk of the 
Dauntless—where she has been, what she 
will do and why ske apparenily put her 
neck in a noose by running into port 
where the government officials wcre known 
to have instructions to examine ber. 

Added to this talk came a fresh batch 
when the steamer Pope Cattlin came in 
from her morning run to St. Simons and 
reported that the revenue cutter Bout- 
well had just come out of Jekyl creek and 
was headed for the Dauntless. 

This with similar statements from an- 
other source reached the federal officers 
simultaneously. They were on the watch- 
out for something, evidently, for the cus- 
tom house and commissioner’s office Lave 
been hugged all day by attacacs. 

Shortly after noon United States Conimis- 
sioner John C. Lehman and Customs In- 
spector W. W. Deming put off from the 
government boathouse in the custom house 
skiff bound down the river. They returned 
after two hours and it was given out that 
the object of their trip was to speak to the 
Boutwell. The statement that the Boutwell 
went to the Dauntless was erroneus. The 
Boutwell came in about 10 o’clock through 
Jekyl creek, but did not stop at any point 
now known of unless it was just outside 
the bar over which all vessels which leave 
this part have to go. 

Would Not Be Interviewed. 

Efforts were again made to reach quar- 
antine today for a conversation with the 
Dauntless, but it was courteously re- 
fused by Surgeon Burford on account of 
the strict rules. As parties passed quaran- 
tine Captain Roberts, of the Inca, waved 
a salute. ° 

The story of how the Inca got into it 
was told ir yesterday’s dispatch from here. 
The Dauntless lay about fifty feet below 
the Inca. Her outside appearance was bad 
and she showed signs of having encounter- 
ed heavy seas. She was very light and sit- 
ting way out of the water. The paint on 
her hull was scratched and broken, as if 
rubbed against by boats coming along- 
side, or being run against some hard sub- 
stance. 

Captain Lomm and Engineer Dan Dever- 
eux were on board and as the skiff went 
fiying by the well-known engineer came 
to the door of the after-cabin and sounded 
a cheerful “hello,’’ which was responded 
to by those addressed. 

Surgeon Burford was alert and saw that 
the skiff did not get over the line, but 
kept moving straight ahead, as if hound 
for St. Simon’s light. When quarantine 
limit was passed a return trip was made 
to town and when opposite the Wauniless 
strong glasses were brought to bear dn the 
crew in sight. They were either regroes or 
dark-skinned men of foreign nationality. 
Those known positively to be negroes were 
declared by the negro * oarsmen to be 
strangers to Brunswick. 

Getting a Stock of Coal. 

At the docks of Coney & Parker, local 
agents of the towboats, a Jarge barge was 
today loaded with coal in bulk and in Sacks. 
This coal is variously stated to be for the 
Dauntless and for dredges down the river. 
Either supposition is reasonable, but the 
public generally fix on the first named. 

Surgeon Burford again stated over the 
telephone today that he could not prevent 
the Dauntless from going to sea if she so 
desires. Her uisinfection is finished and 
she is footloose at that end of the line, 
yet for some reason does not pull 
It is possible that she will remain the five 
days’ limit and come up to town in reach 
of any proceedings that may be commenced 
in the United States court. A report from 
Atlanta that Captain Lomm and Engineer 
Devereux were in that city is erroneous. 
Besides being inspected by Surgeon Bur- 
ford yesterday they were today seen by 
others from the sides of passing boats. 

Managing Owner duBignon stated in sub- 
stance tonight: 

“Captain Lomm and Engineer Devereux 
are on the Dauntless and in quarantine 
and have been seen and spoken to by my- 
self, and any reports to the contrary are 
untrue. Published reports that either are 
in hiding in Atlanta or elsewhere for fear 
of arrest are wrong and do them injustice 
They have done nothing to cause them fear 
and are not the men to hide under cover.”

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LEE DEMANDS INVESTIGATION. 


Charles Govin’s Death Must Be Thor- 
oughly Explained. 

Key West, Fla., August 30.—Great ex- 
citement prevails in Havana over Weyler’s 
decree in regard to the sugar and coffee 
crops. It is believed that if issued the 
decree will be strongly opposed. Serious 
eonrplications are expected from the Span- 
ish element. 

It is rumored the conservative party 
held a secret meeting last night and de- 
cided to ask the home government for 
Weyler’s recall, and if refused to forcibly 
expel him as was done to General Dulce 
in the last war. 

It is understood that Consul Lee has 
strongly protested against the notige post- 
ed at the entry of Cabana fortress, stat- 
ing if the American consul presents him- 
self there to detain and arrest him. Lee 
has alfo demanded that Weyler make a full 
investigation of Charles Govin’s death, 

It is reported that Quintin Bandera 
and sixty followers have crossed the 
southern section of the trocha and are 
now operating arOund Pozo Redondo. It 
is understood Bandera will assume com- 
mand of the forces in Havana province, 
heretofore under General Zayas, who was 
killed in a recent engagenrfent.

WIND. CHANGES FOREST PIRES. 


Nearly Half Million Dollars of Tim- 


bers Have Been Destroyed. 

Astoria, Ore., August 30.—Forest fires 
are still raging in the vicinity of Oak 
Point, Wash., but a change in the wind 
has deflected the flames northward of 
Oak Pott City. 

Twenty square miles of heavy timber 
has been consumed, entailing a loss. of 
nearly half a million dollars. The fire is 
now well back in the forest and several 
logging camps are threatened. Settlers 
have removed their stock and effects to 
places of safety and so far as known no 
lives have been lost. The country for 
miles around is covered with a dense cloud 
of smoke and navigation on the Colum- 
bia is rendered very hazardous. 


SCRANTON HAD A SUNDAY FTRE. 


Quarter of a Million Dollar Blaze in a 
Pennsylvania Town. 

Scranton, Pa:, August 30.—The great 
coal exchange building om Wyoming aven'e, 
which was erected in 1885 at a cost of $150,- 
00, was gutted by flames between the 
hours of 4 and 6 o’clock this morning. 

Every one of the eighty tenants sustained 
more or less damage, the aggregate of 
which is estimated at $125,000, nearly all of 
which is covered by insurance, The princi- 
pal losses were sustained by the lessees 
of the four large store buildings on the 
first floor. Lebeck & Corrin, of the Leader 
Dry Goods Emporium, sustained a loss 
by water of $50,000, and McCrea’s carpet 
store loses $12,000.

SESSION “WILL BE A VERY WARM ONE 


Ministerial Crisis Is Still Dscussed by 
Journals—Catholic Congress Has 
Adjourned. 


Berlin, August 30.—It is now announced 
that the annual congress of the German 
socialists will be convened at Sieblichen, 
near Gotha, on October lith. It was origi- 
nally intended to hold the congress in the 
tity of Gotha, but this was found impossi- 
ble for the reason that the executive com- 
mittee of the socialists was refused the 
occupancy of any hall in that city capable 
of containing the number of persons who 
would be present as delegates, to Say noth- 
ing of the spectators, the owners declining 
to allow their halls to be used for the pur- 
pose of socialist meetings. 

The programme of the congress is heavi- 
ly charged with resolutions in which a 
number of new questions appear. Fore- 
most of these is the question of reorganiz- 
ing the directing committee and the local 
committee whose working mechanism suf- 
fered to a great degree under the decree 
issued against socialists by Herr von Koel- 
ler during the latter part of that gentle- 
man’s occupancy of the post of Prussian 
minister of the interlor. There are the 
representatives of Herr Bebel, the socialist 
leader in the reichstag, upon the interna- 
tional socialist congress recently held in 
London, applying to the German socialists 
the lessons which the continental social- 
ists learned at the London congress and 
there will certainly be a lively discussion 
of Herr Bebel’s presentation of his views 
and recommendations. Next the congress 
will be asked to pronounce in favor of 
proportional representation in the electoral 
system. It fs only natural that the dele- 
gates to the congress should support the 
proposal for proportional representation, 
which, if the method should be applied, 
would have the effect of sending ninety- 
five socialists to the reichstag instead of 
forty-three as at present. The debate on 
this question will be purely academic, as 
there is not the remotest chance that the 
system of proportional representation will 
prevail in Germany. Among the other sub- 
jects of debate by the congress will be Dr. 
Lutgenan’s reports on the proportional 
representation system, Frau Clara Ket- 
tin’s paper on woman’s rights and Herr 
Auer’s report on the question of organiza-

The immediate ground for quarrel which 
has resulted in the withdrawal of the 
principal editors of The Vorwaerts was the 
action of Herr Liebknecht in disavowing 
an attack made in the paper upon the so- 
cialist leader, Herr Quarek, of Frankfort, 
apropos of his scheme for the establish- 
ment of workingmen’s syndicates. To the 
general public this disputing over socialist 
jealousies and the open exhibition of in- 
subordination of the minor leaders in the 
socialist party presents a pitiful spectacle 
and is greatly weakening popular belief 
in the force as a political factor. 

The temporary silence of the German 
newspapers in regard to the ministerial 
erisis does not imply that the emperor has 
arranged with Prince Hohenlohe that the 
latter shall retain the chancellorship, nor 
does the announcement of The Reichsan- 
zeiger, the official gazette, that a- bill for 
the reform of military judicial procedure is 
to be considered by the bundesrath, avert 
the resignation of the chancellor or remove 
the probability of a conflict between the 
kaiser and the reichstag. The fact is that 
a great deal depends upon the nat- 
ure of the measure placed before 
the bundesrath. If the emperor as- 
sents to the reform demanded by the 
reichstag, making the military tribunal's 
independent proceedings and the suprenfe 
ecourt’s final proceedings public, no consti- 
tutional struggle wil! arise over this ques- 
tion. But the emperor certainly will not 
assent to such a measure, and everyone 
knowing the exact situation still expects 
that the matter will give rise to a fight 
in the reichstag of the gravest character 
in defense of the constitutional authority 
against the court cabals, If Prince Hohen- 
lohe retires after seeing the visit of the 
czar to Breslau concluded, his retirement 
will be the signal for a general rising 
against the emperor's secret advisers, his 
miltiary cabinet, his naval cabinet and his 
civil cabinet, which are now practically 
ruling the affairs of the empire. 

Movements of the Emperor. 

The imperial court will remain at Pots- 
dam until Christnras. The arrangement 
of the emperor’s programme for the com- 
ing week has been slightly altered. The 
emperor will leave Potsdam on Tuesday, 
going to Dresden to attend the military 
maneuvers there. From Dresden his ma- 
jesty will go directly to Breslau, where 
he will receive the Russian emperor, 
Prince Henry of Prussia, fhe Kaiser's 
brother will also go to Breslau, and after 
the gala opera perfomance in honor of the 
czar, will start on Sunday directly for 
Kiel, where he will receive the czar upon 
the arrivak of the latter there. All busi- 
ness will be suspended in Breslau on Sep- 
tember Sth, the day of the arrival of the 
czar and his reception by the empefor. 
After the military maneuvers fhe kaiser 
will proceed to Kiel and go on board the 
infperial yacht Hohenzollern, from the 
deck of which he will watch the navat 
evolutions. There are court whispers that 
the Empress Frederick has written to the 
kaiger rebuking him for ignoring the visit 
to Germany of the duke and duchess of 
Sparta, the latter the emperor's sister, 
who have recently been staying with the 
latter’s ay Empress Frederick, at 


his sister over her conversion to the Greek 
church upon the eccasion of her marriage 
to the heir te the Greek throne, and has 
since given the cold shoulder to her and 
her husband. ’ 

The Catholic congress, which closed a 
five days’ session at Dortmund on Friday, 
passed a resolution proposed by Dr. Porsch 
warning German Catholics against emigtat- 
ing to America under the present economic 
conditions. Among the other resolutions 
adopted were those condenming the prac- 
tice of dueling among officers of the army 
and navy and deploring the fact that no 
Christian power has effectively espoused 
the cause of the Armenians. Resolutions 
were also passed advocating the repeal of 
the anti-Jesuit law and the prohibition of 
the employment of married women in fac- 
tories, 

The international women’s congress, 
which is to sit in September, now counts 
300 delegates as certain to be present, in- 
cluding Bi@rence Routledge, of the British 
Women’s Trades Union League. 

The Tageblatt is still pursuing the ques- 
tion of the safeguarding of German in- 
terests in Samoa. In an article published 
yesterday the ‘paper says that in conse- 
quence of American intrigues in Samoa 
the Gernran cruisers Bustart and Falke and 
the dispatch boat Mowe have been ordered 
to Apia. 

Lieutenant Harlan, of the Prussian uh- 
lans, who was the victor of a noted long- 
distance mide, was killed a day or two ago 
by beihg thrown from his horse. He was 
the son of a Mr. Harlan, a former United 
States consul in Germany, who is now 
living in retirement in Dresden. 


To Watch the Campaign. 

Dr. Barth, the noted radical unionist 
leader in the reichstag, sailed for New 
York from Bremen on August 25th on board 
the steamer Havel. He goes to America 
for the purpose of watching the presiden- 
tial campaign gd the election. Dr. 
Barth is especially interested in the cur- 
rency and tariff questions. 

The emperor gave a prolonged audience 
on Friday and another on Sunday to Frei- 
herr Marschall von Bieberstein, minister 
of foreign affairs. The interview resulted, 
among other decisions, in a resolve not to 
assent to Great Britain’s conversion of 
the protectorate of Zanzibar into a crown 
colony. It was also agreed that in view 
of the fact that it might prejudice German 
consular rights to act otherwise. Seyyid 
Khalid, the usurping sultan, who escaped 
from the burning palace at Zanzibar and 
took refuge at the German consulate, 
should be surrendered to the British au- 
thorities, if he is guaranteed treatment as 
a prince and a prisoner of war. The Ber- 
lin boirse, for the first time in a quarter 
} Of a century, has decided not to close its 
doors on the occasion of the anniversary 
of the battle of Sedan. 

The Disconto Gesellschaft is at the head 
of a syndicate formed for the purpose of 
establishing a new bank in Venezuela, to 
which institution will be assigned the re- 
ceipts from the Venezuelan customs. The 
scheme has for its object the conversion 
of the internal debt. 


SULTAN IS PLAINLY WARNED. 


Diplomats Say That Murder and Pil- 
lage Must Be Stopped. 
Constantinople, August 30.—The city to- 
day has been quiet and no reports of fur- 

ther disturbances have been received.

Armenians Tell Mr. Barker What They 
Intend Doing. 

London, August 30.—The Daily News to- 
morrow will publish a dispatch from Con- 
stantinople giving a report of an inter- 
view with Mr. Barker, who, instead cof Gov- 
ernor Vincent, as before reported, was held 
as a hostage by the Armenians who seized 
the Ottoman bank on Wednesday last. 

Mr. Barker says his captors told him they 
came from Macedonia, and that they in- 
tended also to attack the porte and the 
patriarchate, to blow up the Viovoida police 
station and seize the Credit Lyonnaise, but 
matters were precipitated at the Ottoman 
bank. They further said that they would 
shortly return to Constantinople and per- 
sist in their demands upon the government 
until they got what they requested, name- 
ly, the reforms formulated by the powers 
in 1895, together with complete autonomy 
for one province. 


ARMED REBELS WERE DISPERSED 


Governor of Philippine Islands Drives 
Conspirators to the Mountains, 
Madrid, August 30.—The governor of the 
Philippine islanis telegraphed today to 
the home government that he easily dis- 
persed a mob of one thousand armeds rebels 
who gathered in grorfis after it became 
known that the conspiracy for the secur- 
ing of independence for the islands in 
which they were concerned had been dis- 

covered. 

The governor further states that he drove 
400 of the conspirators, most of wiiom 
were poorly armed, to the wooded moun- 
tains. He asked that a force of 1,0 in- 
fantry and a thousand marines be sent 
to Manilla at once. The government will 
grant his request and immediately dis- 
patch two warships to the Philippines.

FIRST CARRIAGE IN MAINE. 


Owned by a Minister, Who Sold It To 
Please His Parishioners. 

The Rev. Francis Winter was a native of 
Boston and a graduate of Harvard college. 
He came to Bath early in 1767, and, after 
preaching on probation for the orthodox 
church, was invited to settle, which invita- 
tion he accepted. He was ordained in the 
autumn of the same year. He came to Bath 
on horseback in company with Lemuel 
Standish. Mr. Winter came from Boston, 
where he associated with such eminent men 
as Adams, Otis and Warren, himself be- 
coming an ardent patriot, taking the lead 
in the revolutionary measures adopted at 
Bath during that memorable period, says 
The Lewiston Journal. 

Mr. Winter married Miss Abigail Alden 
in 1768, and it is through her that the Win- 
ters of today trace their ancestry back to 
the “puritan maiden of Plymouth.” 

Three years after the marriage 
Rev. Francis Winter and Abigail Alden 
they started to visit a sister of Mrs. Win- 
ter, living in Connecticut, and intended to 
ride all the way on horseback, but Mrs, 
Winter became so fatigued that Mr. Winter 
sold one of the horses for a carriage and 
harness. It was the first carriage that ever 
came into Maine, and was called a chaise. 
Traveling was so difficult that two negroes 
were employed to accompany them with 
shovels and axes to clear the road. Several} 
times the chaise had to be taken apart and 
lifted over fallen trees. The minister’s par- 
ishioners thought that it was putting on 
too much style for their pastor to ride in 
a carriage, and in consequence Mr. Winter 
sold it. This was in 1771. It was a two-

Electrician Who Has Practically Suc- 
ceeded in Restoring Eyesight. 
From The New York World. 

John F. (Martin, the blind druggist's clerk 
who, since April 29, has served as a sub- 
ject for alleged sight restorers to experi- 
ment on as a substitute for Charles Broad- 
way Rouss, who has offered $1,000,000 to 
anyone who will cure him of his blindness, 
is undergoing another experiment. 

The man now treating Mr. Martin is 
Walter M. Felts, an inventor from Califor. 
nia, He uses a primary battery of his own 
invention, In treating Martin he uses four 
cells, The electrodes are placed in the outer 
corners of the eyes, and the current, which 
must pass through the brain to reach the 
optic nerve, is turned on. Mr, Felts claims 
that his battery excels others in that it 
is not subject to polarization and does not 
transmit impurities of any kind. 

The properties of the fluids in the cells he 
keeps a close secret, and will do so until he 
obtains his letters patent. A very high 
voltage and amperage can be obtained and 
a steady ‘current maintained. Mr. Felts 
says that if he could employ an extremely 
strong current he might cure Martin in 
two weeks, But it would be unsafe, as a 
blood vessel might be broken and death 
ensue. 

Martin was able to distinguish flashes of 
light on the occasion of his first visit to 
Mr. Felts. This satisfied the latter that the 
nerve was not dead, and with each subge- 
quent treatment he found evidence that 
the nerve was becoming more gesitive. In 
a week Mr. Felts added a cell and admin- 
istered a current of nearly ten volts and 
fifteen amperes. This proved too strong and 
the added cell was removed. 

Mr. Felts explained how he was induced 
to come to New York to treat Martin. 
About a year ago he began work on a pri- 
mary battery, from which he expected 
grand results. And he believes he will not 
be disappointed, Mrs. Felts about this 
time was a terrible sufferer from what was 
supposed to be chronic acute neuralgia, 
but which in reality was paralysis of sev- 
eral nerves in the jaws, the effects of which 
in some instances, closely resemble tet- 
anus, 

A surgical operation had been decWled 
upon, when Mr. Felts happened to tell Dr, 
A, A. O'Neil, of Chicago, of the new style 
of primary battery he had invented, and 
explained its many features. Dr. O'Neil 
advised him to try its power on Mrs. Felts. 
He did so, and in a ghort time she wag 
entirely cured. But he used a stronger cur- 
rent on her jaw than he dare use on Mar- 
tin’s eyes. 

Mr. Felts came to the conclusion that if 
his battery would cure one nerve it would 
another. He thought that $1,000,000 was 
worth striving for, and he ip here to get 
it if he can. 

A reporter was present at one of the 
treatments, and the patient frequently ex- 
pressed gratitude at his improvement. He 
could readily distinguish marks the size of 
a pea on a light background, He feels con- 
fident that Mr. Felts will @ucceed in reg- 
toring his sight, and will algo be successful 
in the case of Mr. Rouss. -

HOW SHE BECAME RICH. 


A Woman Who Inherited a Fortune 
Becausé She Was Homely. 

A strange history might be written of the 
queer ways in which people have arrived 
at riches, a history which would surpass 
fiction itself in remarkable incident, says 
The New York Recorder.

He had, it 
seemed, been a sailor in his youth and in 
consequence of his love of the sea water 
and his skill in swimming had subsequent- 
ly obtained employment as a diver. 

On one occasfon he was directed to €x- 
plore the wreck of a large passenger Ve5- 
gel which had been sunk on the western 
coast apd had gone to the bottom, carry- 
ing with her the captain, several of the 
sailors and some of the passengers. 

Diving down into the hold he had come 
across the body of an old man, in one of 
whose hands was tightly clutched a small 
canvas bag. He had removed this bag and, 
opening it, found that it contained some 
valuable diamonds. He smuggled the jew- 
els artfully away and they subsequently 
realized $3,500. 

With this money he entered business 
and, things prospering with him, he dis- 
covered that he had literally wrested his 
fortune from that dead man’s clutch. Time, 
however, did not bring forgetfulness of the 
evil deed, and on his deathbed, conscience- 
stricken, he desired that every-effort might

Strange to say, every effort in this di-

Not only did he, Hving carefully, make 
enough to keep him. by these week-end 
excursions, but at the conclusion of his 
studies he found himself possessed of a 
little capital with which he bought and 
entered on a practice, which ultimately 
(for he was a clever doctor) became one of 
the largest in the neighborhood. 

By the side of one of the chief approaches

The Viceroy Has the Prospect of Long 
Life.

Not the least interesting personage of the 
Chinese viceroy's suite is Dr. Andrew Ir- 
win, the distinguished physician who, for 
more than seventeen years, has kept his 
famous patient in the best of health, all 
things considered, 

Dr. Irwin was not easy to get at, the 
cordon of protection against interviewing 
at the Waldorf being quite perfect. How- 
ever, the blockade once passed, Li Hung 
Ohang's medical adviser chatted very 
pleasantly about his charge and the trip 
over. 

“The viceroy's health,’ said Dr. Irwin, 
‘notwithstanding his extreme age, has al- 
Ways been good. He has a splendid consti- 
tution, and has always taken the best care 
of it. 

“Notwit standing the responsibilities of 
his position and the wear and tear of an 
eventful career, he has always ma‘ntained 
the calm of a truly philosephical mind. 

Again, he has been abstemious and simple 
in his tastes, eating to live, not living to eat. 

“The viceroy tastes no wine, and his cook- 
ing is strictly Chinese, although his phys!- 
cian’s is not,’’ added the doctor, with a 
smile. 

“But Dr. Mark—is he not Chinese?’ 

“Ah! yes; but, then, you see, Dr. Mark, 
who is a very bright fellow, speaks German 
and French fluently, and, although only 
twenty-five, is a pupil of mine. He prac- 
tices quite as I do, in the Kuropean mode. 

“The viceroy is as progressive in this as 
in other respects. He is quite willing to 
trust his life to our hands, rather than to 
Native physicians.”’ 

“Has the viceroy any serious physical 


» ills?" 


“Oh, no. He !s troubled with rheumatism, 
so that occasionally he has some difficulty 
in getting around, but there are few men, 
even of much less age, whose health assets 
are so good. I look for many mcre years of 
useful activity in his life.’ 

“Then you do not believe, from a physi- 
clan's point of view, that China's greatest 
stategman will have to make his report to 
the @mperor and then retire to private 
life?"’ 

“Not a bit of it,” sald Dr. Irwin, emphat- 
ically. “China cannot spare him, and, take 
my word for it, his health will be equal to 
all the demands made upon it. As | have 
already said, many a younger man might 
like to be in his shoes.”’

NESBITT TALKS FOR WIRE TIES. 


ee ae 


Commissioner Addresses a Large 
Crowd of Spalding Planters. 


Griffin, Ga., August 30.—(Special.)—Com- 
missioner Nesbitt, at 11 o’clock Saturday 
morning, addressed the farmers of Spald- 
ing county on the subject of ties for bind- 
ing cotton. Colonel Nesbitt was to have 
spoken here last Saturday, but stated in 
his speech that he was prevented by a 
press of work at his office. 

He stated that he had received five bun- 
dles of wire ties made of No. 6 wire from 
a house in St. Louis, 
LaGrange, Madison and other places, and 
that all of them had proved satisfactory 
after a thorough test. The claim that they 
would cut the bagging had been proved ut- 
terly groundless. He then compared the 
prices of ties by the trust and of wire 
ties, showing a considerable difference in 
favor of the latter. He said that he, as a 
farmer, wished to see tne merchant, the 
lawyer, the doctor and all classes of men 
prosperous and was willing that they should 
be just as much so as was consistent with 
their labors, but he did not wish to see 
anyone prosper by any such an imposi- 
tion as this tle trust was trying to put 
upon the farmers of the south. 

He also showed that by using the heaviest 
bagging and nine yards to the bale, tied 
With steel ties, the farmer made about 
$1 as against 70 cents in using only six 
yards of bagging and five ties. This was 
figuring on cotton at 7 cents a pound, By 
using the wire ties this amount was re- 
duced about 6 cents on the bale. He, 
therefore, advised the farmers to put the 
limit of heavy bagging on their cotton, so 
as to get full benefit of the twenty-five 
pounds that the Liverpool market invaria- 
bly deduct for bagging and ties. 

In speaking of prices he said that the 
September crop would be larger than ever 
before, and for that reason the prices would 
certainly be lower than at present. He 
advised the farmers to hold their cotton, 
as the crop was only apout 7,500,000 bales, 
with practically no surplus on hand. The 
world demands 9,000,000 or 10,000,000 bales 
every year, of which the sduth furnishes 
about 70 per cent, and for that reason 
the farmers of this section are in a ,posi- 
tion to make prices to suit themselves 
if they will only go at it right. 

Mr. H. H. Bass followed Colonel Nesbitt 
with the statement that some wire ties 
had been ordered to show at this meeting, 
but failed to arrive, 

Bass Bros. were then instructed to get 
a bundle of wire ties and have them fully 
tested in the cotton press and compress.

SPLIT IN MUSCOGER 


—— 


Two Factions Among Colored Republicans 
of That County. 


CITY AND COUNTY APART. 


Rural Crowd Outnumber City Darkies 
and Have Their Own Way—Young 
Man Charged with Arson. 


Columbus, Ga., August 30.—(Special.)— 
There’s a serious split in the ranks of the 
republican party in Muscogee county. The 
negroes are divided into two antagonistic 
factions, each of which is trying to run the 
affairs of the g. o. p. in the county regard- 
less of the other. Two separate county ex- 
ecutive conirnittees hav2 be21 ajypointed, 
both of which are recognized by the re- 
spective factions which appointed them. 
The situation is decidedly a unique one. 
Tl.e clash dates back some time and came 
to a climax at a meeting of the republicans 
of the county some time ago, called for the 
purpose of selecting a new executive com- 
mittee. There were two factions—the city 
negroes and another element composed 
principally of country regroes. The rural 
politicians outnumbered the others, carried 
the day and electe] a ccmmittee of their 
own after a stormy session. The other 
facticn, dissatisfied and disgeintled, de- 
clared that their opponents had carried the 
day by improper methods, and accordingly 
selected a committee from their ranks. 
There the matter stands. Each committee 
declares that it is the only true and author- 
ized committee, and i:hat the other is a 
farce and powerless. The city faction met 
ves-erday, pursuart to a call from their 
committee, and selected delegates to the re- 
publican congressional convention at West 
Point, which meets in a few days. The 
original committee has issued a call for 
another mass meeting Saturday, at which 
another set of delegates to the convention 
will be chosen. The convention will have 
to decide which set of delegates is the au- 
thorized one. 

The mass meeting of the negroes yester- 
day had several unique features. When it 
was time to adjourn the following bene- 
diction Was pronounced: 

‘‘Let us now look to the Lord and Me- 
Kinley and be dismissed.’’ 

An All-Round Fight. 

An all-round fight occurred at SyKes’s bar- 
room, on First avenue, last night, as a re- 
sult of which Joe Moore and Tom Pitts, 
two white men, were seriously although 
not fatally cut. A lively melee prevailed 
for awhile, during which the air was filled 
with beer kegs, spittoons, billiard cues and 
flashing knives. Blood was spilled freely, 
nearly a half dozen men participating in 
the affair. The case comes up before the 
recorder Monday morning for investigation. 

A Serious Case. 

The case of Mr. W. C. McLeroy, a young 
white man of this city now in Muscogee 
jail with the charge of arson hanging over 
his head, is a serious one. The penalty for 
such an offense in a city is death, and Mc- 
Leroy's friends and relations are naturally 
much concerned about him. This is not the 
first time that a fire has occurred at houses 
occupied by McLeroy. When the last fire 
occurred he was living on Sixteenth street 
in a thickly crowded block. A few minutes 
before the roof of his house was ablaze a 
neighbor states that he saw McLeroy strike 
a match. When the house was entered it 
was found that a- portion of the plastering 
had been torn away. When McLeroy was 
arrested an insurance policy on his furni- 
ture was discovered in his pocket. His 
father says, in explanation of this, that 
thinking about taking out a policy on his 
own furniture he asked his son to bring his 
policy out to his home so that he could in- 
spect it, as he had never had one. This 
was done, he says, on the day of the fire, 
and MecLeroy still had it in his pocket when 
the fire occurred. 


THEY ARE VERY INDIGNANT.

Were Left Out of the Jury Box. 


Athens, Ga., August 30.—(Special.)—The 
indignation meeting mapped out for tomor- 
row night by the citizens who were left 
out of the Clarke county jury box by the 
jury commissioners wili be largely attend- 
ed.

This morning at 5 o’clock Mr. Tom Bar- 
rett’s sawmill, located in the suburbs of 
Athens, was discovered to be on fire. The 
fire department responded, but could do 
little good. The loss consisted of a small 
house and 7,000 feet of lumber. No insur- 
ance. The fire was started in a pile of 
sawdust. 

Announcements are being made every 
day for municipal offices. Alderman J. 8, 
Cheney and J. L. Arnold offer for re-elec- 
tion. In the third ward the fight is a tri- 
angular one between ‘Messrs, T. 8S.

cident that happened last night. Offie Hill, 
a young negro man, was shot twice last 
night while coming from church. Dr. 
Brooks, who is in attendance upon him, 
says that he is badly hurt, though not nec- 
essarily fatally shot. He was shot in the 
leg, one ball going upward and another one 
passing dowmward. The shooting Was 
done by Frank Swords, a young white boy 
who lives near here and who has a name 
of being a very dangerous’ character, 
though this is the first scrape that he was 
ever in, the negroes say. 

The Cause of the Shooting. 

The exact facts of the case cannot be 
obtained as the negroes don’t care to talk 
about the affair much and young Swords 
cannot be seen. But from what The Con- 
stitution correspondent can gather, it seems 
that the negro was coming from church 
with a girl and that Swords was down by 
the road and that he had been shooting 
as everybody passed, and when this negro 
passed Swords shot a time or two and the 
negro stopped and pulled out his gun.

He made 
some remark to the negro, who answered 
back at him pretty roughly, whereupon 
they began to exchange shots, with the

Americus Receives More Bales Satur- 
day Than Ever Before.

The 
recent decline has stopped sales to a great 
extent, farmers preferring to hold for bet- 
ter prices. 

The yield in this section will be about 60 
per cent, but even with this decrease farm- 
ers will be satisfied if only a fair price is 
obtained, a majority of them being pretty 
well out of debt and with home-raised 
supplies to subsist upon. The outlook for 
a prosperous fall business was never bright- 
er at this season, and Americus merchants 
are buying with that end in view.

Our correspondent says: 


Editor Constitution—I have read your 
editorial in this morning’s paper in ref- 
erence to the local option question, and 
I indorse every word of it. I am a 
prohibitionist in principle and I believe 
that it will be the most dangerous day’s 
work ever done in Georgia for the cause 
of temperance to upset our local option 
system, under which 105 out of 137 
counties have adopted prohibition. It 
does not surprise me that many lead- 
ing ministers in Georgia have spoken 
out against the proposition to abolish 
the local option system and substitute 
for it untried experiments which may 
plunge Georgia into turmoil and undo 
the good work which has already been 
accomplished in the 105 counties which, 
of their own volition, have adopted pro- 
hibition. As'the Rev. Warren Candler 
Says, the local option law is the result 
of the demands of the prohibitionists 
of the state. and the wisdom of its 
adoption has been fully vindicated by 
the good results that have been ac- 
complished under it. I for one am un- 
willing to jeopardize temperance and 
prohibition in 105 counties by subject- 
ing these counties to new and untried 
laws for the purpose of reaching thirty- 
two counties which, acting under local 
option, can adopt prohibition when- 
ever they are prepared to do so. One 
by one the counties which have not 
aiready so acted are voting in favor of 
prohibition, and if we try any new ex- 
periments now we may turn back the 
tide and may lose what we have already 
accomplished. Let local option alone! 
It is the best solution of the question, 
and the Georgia plan is being adopted 
by other states,

Some of fhe wisest and sincerest pro- 


hibitionists to. be found in Georgia or 
in any other state are opposed to throw- 
ing this great question into the politi- 
eal caldron for the benefit of those who 
insist. on trying to make political eapi- 
tal out of it. The success of local op- 
tion has been all that could be hoped 
or expected by those who ardently de- 
Sire to give the prohibition movement 
a secure and permanent place among 
our State policies. 

These sincere prohibitionists know 
that the prohibition movement cannot 
progress faster than the growth of pub- 
lic sentiment. They know, too, that 
compulsory state prohibition has ever 


‘been a failure where it has been ap-' 


plied in advance of the growth of pub- 
lic sentiment. Some of the states have 
tried it, but have heen compelled to 


fall back on the Georgia plan of local 


option. 

There is but one trouble about local 
option in Georgia or elsewhere. It 
takes a great moral question out of the 
arena of politics. Much as the shifty 
politician may desire to take hold of it 
for the purpose of achieving notoriety, 
he finds that the whole question has 
been taken out of his hands. This is 
the whole secret of the recent attack 
of certain political leaders on the demo- 
cratic policy of local option. They 
want to disestablish that policy and risk 
the success of the prohibition movement 
in order to attract the votes of those who 
are prohibitionists from principle. 

That is why certain politicians have 
Suddenly become such ardent prohibi- 
tionists that they desire to uproot a safe 
and certain policy and trust the whole 
question to the uncertainty of a state 
election. -It'ma¥ be said of local option 
in Georgia that it is no longer an exper- 
iment. Under that system the prohi- 
bition movement has made _ constant 
and steady progress. County after 
county has fallen into line until now 
105 counties out of 137 are reaping the 
benefits of it. The prohibitionist who 
is fanatic enough to say that the prog- 
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ress thus made is not satisfactory is 
either a politician who desires to make 
political capNal out of the matter or he 
is blind to results. 

Sincere prohibitionists everywhere 
have come to understand that while 
public sentiment can’ be persuaded, any 
attempt to force it to accept measures 
that it is not prepared for results in 
reaction that is frequently disastrous. 

Our correspondent refers to the state- 
ment of Dr. Warren Candler—as _ sin- 
cere and as uncompromising a prohibi- 
tionist as can be found in the country— 


to the effect that the local option law is 
the result of the demands of the prohi- 
bitionists. This is true, The results of 
that law have shown that it is the 
wisest and most effective wavy to give 
stability to the prohibition movement. 
to foster public sentiment, and to brin? 
about a gradual but safe and strong be- 
lief in the efticacy of prohibition where 
the people themselves have been per- 
suaded to accept it. 

More than that, the whole question, 
by means of local option, has been taken 
out of the current of state politics. If 
the movement fails in one county, that 
failure does not upset or affect. the 
Success that has been achieved in other 
counties. One of the results of local 
option is that the prohibition leaders, 
When the moment seems auspicious, 
are able to concentrate their attention 
on a single county. But if prohibition 
becomes a state question—if the privl- 
lege of imposing. prohibition on them- 
selves is taken away from counties and 
communities—the whole matter becomes 
uncertain, with the probability that 
thousands who have supported prohibi- 
tion when:they had the option would 
oppose it when it comes to the point 
of forcing prohibition on them, willy- 
hilly, through the machinery of a state 
law. 

Until this recent effort to haul prohi- 
bition back into current politics, we 
have never heard of a prohibitionist in 
this state who was willing to go on rec- 
ord as a critic of or an objector ta the 
local option law. On the contrary, all 
the prohibitionists in Georgia, so far 
as we know, and a great many outside 
the state, have nnited in saving that the 
present law embodying the element of 
home rule is the wisest, best and safest 
method of promoting the cause of pro- 
hibition. The truth is, local option pre- 
Sents no point of attack. It conforms 
to every demand of democracy, it ful- 
fills every condition of local self-govern- 
ment. It is absolutely invulnerable. 

The only possible argument or excuse 
for abandoning it at the present time 
is that the proposition can possibly be 
used by a set of professional politicians 
and office seekers as a stepping-stone 
to political preferment. Are the voters 
of Georgia who really believe in prohi- 
bition ready to risk the sacrifice of all 
they have won by abolishing local op- 
tion for a scheme that has never vet been 
successful? 
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England and Zanzibar. 

Not satistied with the extent of her 
African possessions, although she has 
long since acquired a secure foothold 
on the continent, England has recently 
taken possession of Zanzibar, a rich sul- 
tanate on the east coast of Africa. 

AS a pretext for thus boldly asserting 
her territorial greed, England claims 
that her interest in Zanzibar began 
some twenty-five or thirty years ago. 
Since that time she has regarded her 
right to manage the affairs of the sul- 
tunate as superior to that of any other 
country. How she came by that right, 
however, is something that is not ex- 
actly clear. 

Several days 
who ruled by 
died and the throne was seized by a 
claimant who was not satisfactory to 
the British crown, England stepped in 
and took possession. In order to ac- 
complish her purpose it was necessary 
to destroy the royal palace and make 
the sultan her prisoner. 

Zanzibar has a population of 750,000 
and is regarded as a rich country. With 
such a valuable acquisition to her Afri- 
can territory, England is not only Se- 
cure in the foothold which she has gain- 
ed butin the ambitious dream which she 
has long cherished of annexing the en- 
tire continent to her dominions. 
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The September Elections. 

Within the next few days three im- 
portant state elections will be held. In 
view of the fact that the issues of the 
campaign have already. been clearly 
defined, these elections will no doubt 
be watched with considerable interest. 

The first of these political engage- 
ments will occur in Vermont, which has 
always been regarded as one of the 
most invincible strongholds of repub- 
licanism. Whenever the sturdy demo- 
crats of that section have succeeded in 
reducing the republican majority they 
have had good reason to rejoice, and the 
result has not been without its whole- 
some effect upon the campaign. 

The normal majority which the state 
of Vermont gives’to the republican 
ticket in state and national elections is 
somewhere between 25,000 and 30,000. 
Singular enough, however, whenever 
the majority has fallen below 25,000 
in the September state election it has 
been the precursor of heavy democratic 
gains throughout the country. 

In 1876 the republican majority in 
that state was reduced to 23.838. It 
was followed by a democratic landslide 
which gave the popular vote of the 
country to Samuel J. Tilden. Again in 
1884 the majority cast was only 22,185, 
and the election of Cleveland followed 
in November of that year. Still again 
in 1892 the republican majority was re- 
duced to 19,702, and the democrats were 
again successful in the national ¢cam- 
paign. es 

If reports from Vermont are true the 
republican majority which will be cast 
in the state election next Tuesday will 
be reduced to a greater extent, than has 
ever before been known. Hon. George 
Fred Williams, who has made several 
speeches in that state, has everywhere 
been received. with intense enthusiasm, 
and the free coinage movement has 
gained» thousands of converts among 
the stout yeomanry of the mountains. 

The next state election after the one 
in Vermont will occur on Septenther 2d 
in Arkansas. In the last state election 
in Arkansas the democrats polled 74,000

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| populists 25,000. ‘This week it is estl- 
mated that no less than 100,000 demo- 
cratic votes will be polled. 

The last of the three state elections 
in question will occur in. Maine on the 
14th of September. As Maine is a re- 
publican stronghold, the democrats can 
hope to do nothing more than reduce 
the republican majority, which ranges 
from 30,000 to 50,000. It is the hope 
of the democrats in the pending state 
election to reduce the republican major- 
ity to 25,000 at least. If this result is 
accomplished it will be a democratic 
victory so far as its effect upon the 
campaign is concerned. 

Altogether the outlook which these 
early elections present is extremely 
gratktving. 

Our Next Visitor. 

Now that Li Hung Chang has reached 
New York in safety and the people of 
that city have had an opportunity of 
gazing upon his oriental pigtail, public 
attention is fixed upon the movements 
of another distinguished stranger who 
sailed a few days ago from Liverpool. 

The stranger in question is no less a 
personage than Mr. Joseph Chamber- 
lain, the colonial secretary of Great 
Britain, 

Though comparatively a young man, 
his name is familiar to both hemis- 
pheres. His office is one which neces- 
sarily brings him into prominence, as 
he exercises supervision, so to speak, 
over all the colonies of Great Britain. 
The policy which has characterized his 
administration of colonial affairs is one 
of intense vigor; and while it has fre- 
quently exposed him to the criticisms 
of his enemies, it has also at the same 
time exemplified his qualifications for 
the high office which he fills. Within 
the last few months his name has fre 
quently appeared in the dispatches re- 
lating to the situation in south Africa. 
It was in response to an order from Mr. 
Chamberlain that Mr. Cecil Rhodes, 
then prime minister of Cape Colony, re- 
paired to London for the purpose of ex- 
plaining his connection with the Jame- 
son raid. 

Concerning the object which Mr. 
Chamberlain has in view in coming to 
America at this time but little § 1s 
known. The explanation of his visit, 
however, is no doubt found in the dis- 
ordered condition of affairs in Canada, 
due to the recent defeat of Sir Charles 
Tupper and the elevation of his oppo- 
nent, Laurier, to the Canadian prime 
ministry. It is also barely possible that 
the visit of the colonial secretary may 
have something to do with his ambi- 
tious scheme of imperial federation 
outlined in a speech delivered by him 
several weeks ago. 

After disposing of the business which 
requires his presence in Canada, Mr. 
Chamberlain will cross the St. Law- 
rence and spend a few days in the 
United States. His visit to this country 
will no doubt have some important 
bearing upon the Venezuelan question. 
If Mr. Chamberlain is correctly repre- 
sented, he is responsible for the crisis 
which was reached in the diplomatic 
relations between this country and 
England several months ago. It is 
stated that the colonial secretary sent 
a dispatch at that time to the authori- 
ties of British Guiana urging them to 
buy guns and prepare for military op- 
erations. To this dispatch is due the 
excitement which prevailed in this 
country some time ago and which re- 
sulted in a pronunciamento from the 
chief executive, enunciating the Mon- 
roe doctrine and informing England 
that she had better desist from claiming 
territory which belonged to the Venezue- 
lans. 

Lord Salisbury, it is stated, has never 
been seriously concerned about the 
Venezuelan affair. Mr. Chamberlain 
himself has been the moving spirit and 
whatever of stubborn opposition the 
British cabinet has shown in the mat- 
ter has emanated chiefly from the col- 
Oonial secretary. 

Though Lord Salisbury has shown a 
disposition within the last few weeks 
to arbitrate the South American 
Claim, it is. thought that Mr. 
Chamberlain has been the only ob- 
stacle in the’ wav oof a miu- 
tual understanding between the two 
countries. It is possible that his ap- 
proaching visit to this country will be 
made in a spirit of reconciliation and 
that it will result in a speedy adjust- 
ment of this vexed international ques- 
tion. 

At any rate, Mr. Chamberlain will be 
cordially received by the people of this 
country and entertained ‘during his 
stay with true American hospitality.

Hon. John W. Kookwalter, of Ohio, one 
of the ieading manufacturers of the Buck- 
eye state and a personal friend of McKin- 
ley, says that Ohio will go democratic this 
fall. 

“I have studied the situation carefully,” 
said Mr. Bookwalter to a New York Jour- 
nal reporter several days ago, “aml I am 
satisied beyond a doubt that Ohio will give 
her electoral vote to Bryan. The laboring 
men of the state, regardless of former po- 
litical affiliations, are strongly in favor of 
free coinage and will give their solid sup- 
port to the democratic ticket. So far as 
the personality »9f Major McKinley is con- 
cerned he enjoys a wide popularity in Ohio. 
State price, however, and persunal mag- 
netism will cut but a small figure in the 
Buckeye state this year. Those who vote 
for Bryan will do so from principle. Hav- 
ing made a thorough study of the money 
question, there are thousands of republi- 
cans in Ohio who are constrained to vote 
for the democratic nominee solely on ac- 
count of that issue. In other respects they 
are good republicans and are loyal to the 
St. Louis platform.” 

Speaking of the situation in the east, Mr. 
Bookwalter continued: 

‘“‘l am surprised to find the free coniage 
sentiment so strong in this section. My 
reading of the newspapers prepared me to 
expcct nothing from goldbugs in the east. 
Instead of that I find the masses of the 
people here, as elsewhere, strongly in favor 
of bryan. In consideration of the fact that 
all the newspapers of New York, except 
The Journal, are fighting Bryan, the dem- 
ocratic enthusiasm is something marvel- 
ous. If the democratic nominee continues 
to grow in favor with the people there is 
no power on earth that can prevent his 
election in November.

Still another influential citizen: of the 
Buckeye state who believes that Bryan will 
capture the electoral vote of Ohio this fall, 
is Colonel Ike Hill, of Springfield. 

“The farmers of Ohio,” says Colonel Hill, 
“are getting ready to vote for Bryan in 
November without regard to their former 
political alliances. They say they have the 
financial policy of the republicans in force 
now and it does no good. The only other 
thing the republicans are offering them as 
a relief in their distress is higher taxation, 
and they find it hard to understand how 
that will help them. They are in the throes 
of distress and they are determined to try 
bimetallism at 16 to 1. They believe it will 
help them, and they are sure it can’t make 
their condition worse, that is impossible. 

‘Talk about ovations to Bryan in the 
east,’’ said Colonel Hill, with a look of 
something like disgust on his face, ‘‘as 
great as they have been, they will be but 
a shadow of the reception to be given him 
in Columbus, Cleveland and Toledo. When 
Mr. Bryan gets out there he wll have the 
bigge:t audiences that have ever sssembled 
in the history of this country.” 

Colonel Hill is a member of the commit- 
tee that recently devised a plan of fusion 
between the democrats and populists of 
Ohio. Speaking of this fusion, he says: 

“The fusion between the democrats and 
populists in Ohio is complete. The populists 
polled 50,000 votes two years ago, and they 
will probably poll 80,000 at the coming pres- 
idential election. The Indianapolis ticket 
will not poll 6,000 Votes in Ohio. 

“The farmers in Ohio are getting ready 
to vote for Bryan in Novembér.” 


Mr. Wendell McLaughlin, of Wichita, 
Kan., a life-long republican who has just 
returned home after a tengthy sojourn in 
Mexico. His observations in that country, 
where he had an opportunity to witness

ing of his trip, Mr. McLaughlin said: 

“A good many people from the United 
States are investing money in Mexico. The 
number of Americans in Monterey is esti- 
mated as 3,000. They have smelters, brew- 
eries and plants for the manufacture of 
vitrified bricks, and I was told that a good 
many of these bricks were shipped to the 
western part of the United States. Some of 
these plants are run by Americans. They 
are now arranging to have the streets of 
the city paved with vitrified brick, and the 
work will be paid for as it is done. Monte- 
rey is a city without a bonded debt. 


‘‘Mexico is on a silver basis, and I heard | 


no complaint about it being inconvenient. 
People who want exchange in this country 
buy American money at a premium. When 
l asked them if it would not be better to 
come to a gold standard so that they would 
not have to pay this premium they laughed 
at me and said that if (Mexico was not do- 
ing anything but trading in American dol- 
lars that might be true, but they called my 
attention to what they were doing in the 
way of developing their country and said 
that they wanted lots of silver money with 
which to do it. 

“Everybody seemed to be employed, and 
there are no tramps in Mexico. No man 
could tramp over that country and claim 
that he was willing to work without finding 
it. While property in this country seems to 
be always going down, it is appreciating 
steadily in Mexico, and that is the reason 
it is a good place for investment. 

‘““Mexico is becoming Americanized, but 1 
found nobody down there who was in favor 
of taking the American money system along 
with the rest. Americans here need not lie 
awake nights fearing that this country will 
be reduced to the standard of Mexico, for 
Mexico is all right. If present conditions 
are maintained in this country we are go- 
ing to see lots of American people and 
American money going to Mexico in the 
next ten years.”’ 


Leaving the issues of the present cam- 
paign for the one in which Andrew Johnson 
was a candidate for governor of Tennessee, 
it appears from a recent stcery in The Phil- 
adelphia Times that Mr. Johnson owed his 
success in that campaign, and indirectly 
his subsequent election te the presidential 
chair of the nation, largely to his ability 
in milking cows. The story is given in the 
foliowing reminiscence: 

In the early days of Tennessee Meredith 
Pp, Gentry and Andy Johnson were candi- 
rates for governor of Tennessee. Railroads 
were scarce in those times, most of the 
traveling being done in buggies and on 
horseback. Gentry and Johnson, although 
opponents for the highest office in the gift 
of the people of their state, were always 
the best of friends. During their campaign 
they rode together in the same buggy and 
usually slept in the same bed. In those 
times, .n hamlets and villages, there was 
usually a squire who was lord of his sec- 
tion and who controlled the votes of his 
neighborhood, and on this account he was 
naturally sought after by the candidates. 
It was at one of these squire’s farm, says 
The Philadelphia Times, that Johnson milk- 
ed the cow that mdde him president. 

Bright and early in the morning Colonel 
Gentry slipped out of bed, went to the 
kiichen, picked up two buckets, went to 
the well and filled them. He thought that 
the proper Way to get votes was to first 
win the friendship of the women. As he 
was returning from the well he met the 
squire’s wife. This tickled him very much. 
He thought that luck was surely with him 
this time Nand that he would keep Andy 
Johnson from getting the votes in that 
neighborhood at least. He was giving the 
squire’s Wife much taffy, when he said: 
“Yes, I think that Mr. Johnson is a very 
nice man, too; he is over the fence milking 
the cows.” 

After the election it was found that Andy 
Johnson was elected by a very small major- 
ity, which Colonel Gentry remarked came 
from milking those cows. Colonel Gentry 
was one Of the smartest men in the south, 
considerably Johnson’s superior.

MOVEMENTS OF CUBANS CLOSELY WATCHED: 


genor Castillo Tells of the Trip Made: 
by the Dauntless—Three Friends 
Now En Route. 


Captain Leo Lomm and Chief Engineer 
Devereux, of the tug Dauntless, which has 
just returned to Brunswick from a filibus- 
tering expedition to Cuba, are not in At- 
Janta. 

Their reported arrival Saturday night,. 
though coming from excellent authority, 
was a mistake, and both officers of the 
boat were seen yesterday afternoon on 
board the Dauntless in quarantine just/out 
‘of the Brunswick bar. 

But other officers and members of a fil- 
{bustering crew are said to have reached 
Atlanta Saturday night and are now in 
hiding in the city. With them came three 
Spanish spies. Late Saturday afterncon 
and night the spies were seen upon the 
streets by a number of Cubans, who live 
in Atlanta. Yesterday a vigorous search 
of the city was made for the Spuniarvs,. 
but no trace of them could be found. 

“I discovered that the spies were in the: 
city Saturday night,” said Senor Castillg 
yesterday, ‘but as soon as they saw Il 
knew of their presence they disappeared, 
1 have heard they purchased tickets for 
New York, but then I believe this was 
simply a blind and I am of the opinion, 
they are still in the city.’ 

Nearly every Cuban in*the city reheved 
Captain Lomm was in Atlanta Saturday 
night, but a telegram from Krunswick last 
night denied the report and Sakl that 
Lomm and Devereux were both aboard.the 


Dauntless. 


“There are a a officers of the boat in the | 


city,” he contmued, “for we are always 
able to tell when somebody is here by the 
spies gathering in the city. We all believed 
Captain Lomm was here, and that others 
of the crew were to follow.” 

Atlanta Cubans are anxiously awaiting 
the news of the arrival of the filibuster 
Three Friends. The boat has been at sea 
several days, and as its cargo is very 
valuable, much interest is manifested in 
its arrival. 

Other expeditions are being fitted up and 
a fund is now being raised in the city for 
the relief of Cuba. 

Spanish Spies on the Alert. 

From information received by a number 
of prominent Cubans in Atlanta it is evi- 
dent that there are a large number of 
Spanish spies in the city who are in direct 
communication with the Spanish authori- 
ties in Brunswick and Tampa. 

The spies are sent out into the state with 
instructions to watch the movements of 
any Cubans who may be aiding the insur- 
gents. These spies roam about the larger 
cities and keep a strict watch for the ar- 
rival of Cubans. The moment any valuable 
information is secured they immediately re- 
port by wire to their authorities. 

‘The three spies reported to be following 
Captain Leo Lomm, of ths Dauntless, and 
his engineer, Devereux, are not the only 
cnes in Atlania,’’ said a Cuban yesterday, 
who is intently watching the movement 
of the Spanish authorities. ““‘There are 
many spies and detectives now in Atlarta, 
] see them every day. They come about my 
place and hang around waiting’ for any 
new developments. While the majority of. 
the men in the employ of the Spanish gov- 
ernment are themselves Spanish, there are 
Americans and men of other nationalities 
as well. 

“These spies will drop in at a Cuban 
cigar factory or stand and wait about 
with the hopes of gaining information. 
They will drop in several times each day 
and make a trifling purchase each time 
and make it convenient to be present gs 
often as possible without attracting too 
much attention, I have been able to spot 
most of them, and as soon as they are 
convinced that their mission is known they 
usvtally disappear for a short time et least. 
Some of them never return, but others 
take their places. 

Since Dr. Diaz's arrival jin the Onited 
States it is said he has been followed by 
Spanish spies who have watcned his every 
movement and have never ullowed him to 
get out of their sight. 

Other prominent Cubans, and even those 
who were known to have taken any part 
in former wars, are watca2d by men paid 
by the Spanish government for their ser- 
vices. : 

How the Expeditions Are Launched. 

The launching of a filibustering expedi- 
tion is fraught with the greatest difficul- 
ties and in several instances the escape 
of the boat has bordered upon tbe mirac- 
ulous. 

The Dauntless sailed from Brunswick 
while a half hundred spies were watching 
for its departure, and though it was known 
that an expedition had been fitted up and 
the Dauntless had sailed, the entire cargo 
was landed, it is said, on Cuan shores 
which were patrolled by Spanish gunboats 
and guarded by picket lines. 

“This is the way these things are ac- 
complished,’’ said an Atlanta Culan yes- 
terday. “‘The Dauntless was loaded with 
her cargo by Cubans themseives. Tne fa. 
triots did the heavy work unaided a:d 
loaded the ammunition and rifles with 
their own hands, for you see it woula te 
too risky to trust other men, for the cxpe- 
Jition might be betrayed, and that wculd 
ruin all. 

“After the Dauntless was loaded, other 
tugs anchored about in the harbor. Une 
of the fieet was the Three 
Friends, and several of the patriots began 
to whisper :t about that the Three Frien1s 
was to sail for Cuba. This was but a 
blind, but it had the desired effect, for 
the spies then turned their attention to 
that boat, and the severe watch upon the 
Dauntless was relaxed. This was our op- 
portunity, for then the way was Clear. 
The spies began watching the Three 
Friends, and just as we had hoped, deter- 
mined to make a search of that vessel and 
errest the cfficers. Captain Powers, of the 
Three iFriends, was arrested and his boat 
was searched from top to bottom. While 
this was going on the Daur.tless quietly 
Sailed away and was missing when the 
searching party returned to the shores. 

“The Dauntless carried 15,000 winchesters, 
1,500,000 rounds of ammunition, four pieces 


: 


on board the tug was a double crew of 
men—something rather significant had the 
truth been known at that time to the 
Spanish authorities. It sailed away and 
took a circuitous route to the island, 
where the cargo was landed and the men 
and freight transported to the interior.’’ 
Perils of Landing on the Island. 

But the equipping of a filibustering ex pe- 
dition and the Stealing away of the boat 
is child's play when compared with the 
great difficulty in making a landing upon 
Cuban shores. 


island ply a number of gunboats of ‘the 
enemy. The boats are on patrol duty. 

At close intervals on the shore are |o- 
eated forts which are cCefended by the 
Spanish soldiers, who ure furnisaed oartil- 
lery and small arms. These men are con- 
Stantly on the lookout for vessels and the 
moment one is sighted they prurapiuy com- 
municate by signal with the gunboets. 

“It seems almost impossible,” said Senor 
Castanna, “under the circumstances for a 
filibuster to land, but it is not. You must 
also consider the fact that the Cubans 
have no outside communication with the 
world, it is supposed. Yet they have rever 
failed to be ready to meet a filibuster 
when the boat landed, and but une expedl- 
tion has miscarried. 

“The general scheme for landing a vessel 
is for a large force of patriots to storm 
the fort and take possession. But this 
must be done during the intervals in which 
the Spanish gunboats are absent. Then the 
vessel comes rapidly into port, the cargo 
is unloaded and in a remarkebly short 
time the boat is again out to sea. The car- 
go is carried by relays into the interior of 
the island, and in several instances the 
Spanish never know an expedition has 
landed. 


Offer Heavy Bribes for Treachery. 
“There is yet another thing we must con- 
tend with. When it is once known by the 
enesuy that a filibuster is to be fitted up, 
the Spanish -vill at once offer bribes to the 
captain of every bcat for information 4s 
to the place on the island they intend 
landing. 

“Only a few days ago a circular was 
received by nearly all the captains at 
Brunswick offering $10.000 for information. 
I haven’t a copy of the circular with me, 
but will have one ir a few days. 

“On account of the bribes offered we 
have to do all cf the work ourselves and 
trust only just as few men as it is pos- 
Sible to man the boat. Nearly ell of the 
sailors who compose a filibustering crew 
are sympathizers with Cuba and the cap- 
tains must be known to us before the boat 
is engaged.” 

Where Is the Three Friends? 

The Three Friends, said to contain a car- 
go of guns and ammunition en voute fo 
Cuba, has probably landed by this time. 
The boat has been out at sea several days, 
and its delay in effecting a lanJding is at- 
tributed to the fact that a number of spies 
ure on its track.

In the event all of this should fail, 
Hanye’s friends and family may go a step 
further and carry the case to the supreme 
court of the United States, which would be 
the last possible resort in law. 

“We are not satisfied with the refusal of 
the governor to grant a commitation,” 
said Mr. Charley Hanye yesterday, “and 
we will carry the case just as far as the 
law makes provision. The evidence of ne- 
groes was admitted and accepted by the 
courts, and we ask that the evidence and 
affidavits of another negro, Watt Gantt, 
be accepted.

DRESSES VALUED AT $2,060. 
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Big Recovery from Thieves by the 
Police Saturday. 

The arrest of Jerry Moore, a notorious 
sneak thief, Friday by Detectives Harris, 
Wooten and Landford, turns out to be one 
of the biggest catches the police have made 
for some time. 

Moore confessed to the detectives Satur- 
dav that he was guilty of entering numer- 
ous residences in the city, and told the 
officers where they could recover the goods. 
As a result two full dray loads of fine dress- 
es of every description were brought to 
the station house and now await identi- 
fication in the detectives’ office. The goods 
were found in negro cottages from one end 
of the city to the other. It seems that 
Moore had a regular line of customers 
among colored women, and that he has 
been supplying them for months. 

The buyers gave up the dresses willingly 
to escape trouble, and the amount now re- 
covered in the station house will aggre- 
gate fully $2,000. There are silks, satins, 
cloaks, capes, underwear, shirt waists and 
other feminine garments. The detectives 
have not finished their work of recovering 
the stolen goods. They will start out again 
with two wagons today and expect to bring 
in another lot tonight. It is estimated that 
one-half of the dresses stolen have been 
recovered so far. 

It is not possible to tell at this time to 
what extent this negro and his gang have 
been operating. 

Probably fifty residences in this city have 


| been robbed by Moore and his gang. Nu- 


merous thefts of this kind have been re- 
ported to the detectives, but they had not 
been able fo catch the guilty parties 
until Saturday morning. 

Moore was located by a walking stick he 
had left in a house he had buarglarized the 
hight before. | 

It is thought that Moore has several ac- 
complices, although the detectives have not 
yet been able to locate them. Two sus- 
pects have been captured. One is a little 
negro known as ‘Peg-leg,” who is only 
about ten years Of age, but is cne of the 
hardest criminals in Atlanta, His occupa- 
tion is to sit on the street near the Ara- 
gon hotel, and, his little stump leg extended 
over the pavement and with tears rolling 
copiously down his cheeks, rake in the 
shekels of the tender-hearted pedestrians. 

It was little ‘‘Peg’s” duty to watch on 
the outside of the house while Moore did 
the inside work. Ile has worked this 
scheme successfully several times, but was 
caught several weeks ago, when he at- 
tempted to keep guard at No. 315 C‘ourtland 
Street, where about $10 worth of valuable 
dresses were stolen, ‘‘Peg’’ was sentenced 
to the stockade for his watchfulness, but 
he would never tell who his partners were.

He wants to make @ 
starring tour through the west, speaking 
in all the states. Denver hes invited him 
and the McDuffie county man wants to go, 
but Marion Butler, who ix his menager, 
has a bridle on him and is trying to hold 
him in check. Ile is afraid Watson will 
talk too much and he is doiag his best to 
stop him. 

Watson is chafing bitterly ungcr the re- 
straint of Butler. It is no longer a secret 
that Watson and his manager are rot 
friendly. Their ideas are far from cgincid- 
ing and more than once Watson has openly 
rebelled. Watson was impatient to leap 
into the arena the day after he was nom- 
inated. He wanted to rush to the west, 
but Marion butler did not see it that way. 
Instead Butler ordered him to go to Ala- 
bama. Watson defiantly declined. The fight 
in Alabama was lost and Watson knew it. 
He was impatient to get into fresh fields, 
but up to the present Butler has not chang- 
ed his mind, and he has given the eager 
Watson but one assignment, that at Dal- 
las. 

The upshot of the matter may be a fur- 
ther break-up between Watson end his 
manager.

M. E. Lofton Dies at Carrollton of

M. E. Lofton, the colored lawyer of At- 
lanta, who was generally known among the 
people of his own race as “Colonel Lofton, 
died in Carrollton on Saturday of consunrfrp- 
tion. Lofton was one of the most promi- 
nent negroes in Atlanta. He studied law 
in Tennessee and came to Atlanta about 
ten vears ago and began to practice his 
profession. Lofton soon won the friend- 
ship of many of the lawyers of the city, 
and rapidly gained a good practice among 
the people of his own race, who had 
great confidence in him. He had estab- 
lished himself well and had the promise 
of a bright future when he was seized with 
consumption. He gave up his business 
some weeks ago and went to Carrollton to 
rest. He was thirty-four years of age 
when he died.

THE PASSING THRONG. 


Congressmen Carter Tate and Livingston 
were in the city Saturday. Colonel Liv- 
ingston has jumped into hfs campaign and 
is stumping his district from end to end. 
Colonel ‘Tate has very little well defined 
opposition as yet. The republicans have 
not made a nomination. Colonel Tom Winn 
is the populist candidate, but he is not 
considered to begso strong in the district 
as he has been. 

Colonel Livingston is going out over the 
state soon. He says that he just wanted 
to give his own district a whirl first and 
straighten things out. The situation had 
become rather muddled with the announce- 
ment of independent candidates and the 
aspirations of various persons for the nom- 
ination of the republicans and the popu- 
lists. The colonel thinks that the fifth is 
in very good trim now and he will be ready 
in a few days to help the tickets in other 
parts of the state. 


Colonel H. M. McIntosh, editor of the 
bright and lively Albany Herald, is in the 
city. He and Mrs. McIntosh have been up 
in the mountains resting. Mr. MeIntosh 
was incidentally prospecting for gold on 
some mineral lots which he owns up in 
Lumpkin county. He Tiad never seen them 
before, but he found on investigating that 
The Herald may not be the only gold mine 
which he owns. 

Right adjoining one of his lots is the 
Betz mine owned by the wealthy Philadel- 
phia Brewer, and the vein runs through 
the McIntosh property. So whatever Mr. 
Betz has aside from breweries and bonds, 
Mr. McIntosh has or will have in time. 
The editor has a very interesting collec- 
tion of specimens which he collected in 
two days’ prospecting. He found that at 
places miners had been working some of 
his property for forty vears and there is no 
telling how much gola they got out. The 
beauty about the gold ores up there is that 
they carry free gold altogether—at least 
down to water level. There are refractory 
ores in Lumpkin, but they have not been 
worked. Much of the gold up there is 
coarse and !s caught on the copper plates. 
The Betz mine is handling forty tons of 
ore a day. It is very iow grade, but it 
is mined so cheaply that everything over $1 
is profit. Indeed, it is even claimed that 
the ore is handled for 3) cents a ton. Lump- 
kin, like Cherokee, White and otRer Geor- 
gia counties in the mineral belt, is rich in 
gold. It was a revelation to Colonel McIn- 
tosh to see a miner scoop up a peck of dirt 
right in the middle of the road, as the 
populists would say, take it to the branch, 
pan it and show a good color of gold. He 
has some sample pannings which show 
earth easily worth $50 a ton. That is a 
little ahead of the dirt roads in south 
Georgia. 

While a silver man, Editor McIntosh is 
not averse to owning a gold mine or two. 


He does not see that if would necessarily ’ 


conflict with his editorial platform of hay, 
hog and hominy. 

He talks of mica shists, outcrops, Sap- 
prolite, gold bearing quartz, horneblende, 
cross cuts, slopes, drifts, slopes, ehlorina- 
tion, pay ore, sulphurets and such things 
like an old forty miner—all of which indi- 
cate that he has well defined symptoms 
of gold fever. His gold properties are no 
joke, and when he returns to his home 
in Albany he will carry along a bagful of 
as pretty specimens as one can find any- 
where in Georgia in two days—unless it be 
in Cherokee.

FRIENDS BUT POLITICAL FOES 


| 


The Nominees Are Neighbors and Were 
Formerly Steadfast Politica] 
Allies. 


Politics makes strange bedfellows, and 
sometimes still stranger foes, which latter 
point is strongly emphasized by the politi- 
cal divergence of Colonel Leonidas F. Liv- 
ingston and Hon. W. L. Peek, 

When the populist convention on last 
week nominated Colonel Peek as the con- 
gressional standard bearer of their party 
in the fifth district, they placed in oppo- 
sition to Colonel Livingston a man who 
has been his friend and neighbor for many 
years, and who up to a few years ago was 
intimately associated with him in all po- 
litical and agricultural matters. In fact, 
in the old days of the alliance these two 
men stood out prominently as the two 
ruling spirits in the conduct of that order, 
and in all the schemes and workings of its 
councils they fought side by side. They 
were neighbors and friends, were arrayed 
together in local and national politics, and 
in the alliance councils could be counted 
on as a unit. 

But one fateful day the shadow of the 
third party—a little cloud no larger than 
a man’s hand—darkened the political hori- 
zon, and from that time their paths began 
to diverge. They have been diverging ever 
Since, and though still personal friends 
and neighbors, by the strange turns of po- 
litical affairs, they stand today arrayed 
in deadly political conflict and are on the 


‘verge of an active campaign in which they 


are to oppose each other. 

It seems probable that the erstwhile allies 
will meet before many days in joint debate. 
The challenge has not yet passed, but it fs 
said by those who ought to know that in 
a few days the challenge will be sent and 
be accepted, and a schedule of appoint- 
ments made out for every county in the 
fifth district. If such should be the case, 
it will mean red-hot fun. Colonel Living- 
ston’s power on the hustings is well 
known. The people of the fifth are fa- 
miliar with his ability on the stump, and 
know that when he goes into a fight of this 
kind he pulls off his coat, rolls up his 
sleeves, and goes at it for all he is worth. 
There seems to be no doubt that the chal- 
lenge will be made. It is not known posi- 
tively from which side it will come, but 
those Who know Colonel Livingston's idea 
about running a political campaign are in- 
clined to think that in case Colonel Peek 
does not take the initiative in a short time, 
Colonel Livingston will. In case Colonel 
Peek does send a challenge, no one has any 
doubt about its being accepted, and that 
promptly. On one thing all the political 
prophets are well agreed, and that is that 
the debate will come off. 

So it happens that in a few short years 
the course of political affairs brings in 
deadly political opposition two men who 
have lived in the same community for a 
long time as neighbors and friends, and 
who in all political matters, and in the 
councHs of their great agricultural organi- 
zation, labored side by side for the same 
ends, and helped fight each other’s battles. 
Colonel Livingston was president of the 
alliance, and Colonel Peek supported him. 
Then Colonel Peek was president of the 
alliance, with Colonel Livingston’s sup- 
port. Now both are after the same plum 
and must fight each other with might and 
main. It is one of the strange but fre- 
quent complications which American in- 
stitutions so often bring about.

Tells of His Experiences as an En- 
gineer in South America. 


SOME DEADLY SERPENTS OF THAT COUNTRY 


An Interesting Talk of the Reptiles, 
Insects and Vermine That Infest 
South America. 


— 


Mr. A. R. Littlejohn, an English civil 
engineer of reputation, is in Atlanta en- 
gaged in some rather important work, 
prospecting for a new line of railway. At 
present Mr. Littlejohn is at work looking 
ever the feasibility of a line running from 
Atlanta to Selma, Ala. lie is much 
pleased with the outlook and has made a 
favorable report on the venture to a num- 
ber of leading capitalists. It is entirely 
within the range of probability that steps 
will be taken to construct the line and At- 
lanta will be given another important line 
of railway. 

Mr. Littlejoh Mis only recently from Eng- 
land. His wow kas a civil engineer has car- 
ried- him to many countries and he has 


wide experience as a _ traveler. In the 


course of his work he has traveled through 
South America and there he saw much 
that fs-of intérest. 

“To those whose lots have not been cast 
in the wilds of a country but little known,” 
* paid he, “appears remarkable, and in most 
mstanees incredible, the accounts related 
by their fellow beings who, owing to the 
hazardous condition of their occupations, 
are forced to submit and complacently re- 
gard the nature of theif surroundings and 
contending difficulties. 

“Civil engineers by virtue of their pro- 
fession become first in their fleld of opera- 
tions the pioneers and civilizers of a no- 
madic mankind. 

“ITnaccompanied by regiments of sol- 
diers,- without the glory of victorious war- 
fare offered as a suitable tribute for their 
valor or sufferings, these members of a 
time-honored profession submit quietly to 
their callings, performing the duties im- 
» posed on them, with relentless ardor, sub- 
jecting themselves day by day to the most 
trying dangers their hard-earned patri- 
mony, and, im many Instances, shattered 
health, their only rewards. 

“Deep in the virgin swamps and primeval 
forests of Central America, where no roads 
exist, no sign of human life to greet the 
eye, where for months one may wander by 
one’s self, or if accompanied, see none but 
those with him, is this best exemplified. 

“Under a canopy of follage, which the 
towering trees, with branches intermingled 
from overhead, excluding the sun’s light 
and rendering darkness almost complete, 
does the traveler struggle through the soft 
and yielding swamp from which the fetid 
gas arises, with sickly and deadening ef- 
fect. 

“No solitude protably excels the quiet 
@alm that pervades such surroundings, 
and no vista of loveliness elsewhere com- 
pares with that found in a tropical jungle. 
From the varied and gigantic trees which 
rise towering in their majestic grandeur 
to the lowly fern clustering at their roots is 
the entire scene a vision of loveliness, a 
fitting subject for pleasant cogitation. 

“Everywhere the eyes meet in countless 
numbers the forma and flora incidenta! to 
tropical life. The many hued passion flow- 
ers rising from the ground encircles in its 
clinging embrace the trees which support 
and carry it upward. Its purple, white and 
. crimson blossoms appearing here and there, 
scattered amongst its dense and glossy fo- 
liage, relieved in places by the equally 
fascinating orchid, ferns, mosses and lilies 
of innumerable variety, seek the low places 
and the impenetrable cactus and prickly 
Silico falue form breastworks and barriers 
to speedy progress. 

“Here also does animal life vie with 
that of vegetable in multicolored magnitfi- 
cence. 

“The flies, with their striped and glossy 
Wings, humming birds with long and bril- 
liant tails, macaws, parrots and_ paro- 
quettes, the speckled pheasant and black, 
gold-combed gobbler all strive to outdo the 
other in their brilliancy of bright color- 
ing, and lig‘ht up as far as possible the 
all absorbing gloom. Flitting in amongst 
the dense foliage or rising with a. sharp 
whirr from the ground, they offer almost 
the only relief in all the prevailing quietude: 
and down amidst the grasses is seen the 
pink and white coral snake, the banded 
snake of black, yellow and crimson stripes, 
the deadly brown tomagos and their dafly 
food, the frogs, themselves of brilliant 
hues, by which they readily become an 
easy prey; small as toads they hop about 
in apparent indifference, their legs a gor- 
geous yellow or scarlet, their bodies in 
marked contrast, a purple or deep black. 

Army Ants in Abundance. 

“Scattered here and there throughout the 
forest arises to the height of several feet 
_ the pyramidal homes of the army ant, and 
With striking inconsistency, but, fortunate- 
ly, less frequently, -are to be encountered 
the underground cells, the habitation of the 
much dreaded bala. In the open pools the 
lazy alligator holds sway, and, sometimes, 
twenty feet in length, is to be seen basking 
in the-rays of a tropical sun. 

“Frequently a herd of peccari is startled 
at their evening meal of fallen nuts and 
then pandemonium for a short period. pre- 
vails; or canoeing in the almost ecurrent- 
less lagoons does the manatee. with a 
grunt, rise to the surface, and swift strokes 
of the paddle alone save you from an un- 
pleasant upset. It is at night, though, that 
the solemnity of the scene most impresses 
oes for cna your hammock you discern 
tev BWauctering eyes of the puma and jaguar, 
penetrating like coals of fire the surround- 
ing darkness. It is then, when swung aloft 
out of harm’s way and your mosquito bar 
carefully laced from within and the hum- 
ming of myriads of insects is heard from 
without, or the monotonous bark of the 
alligator breaks sharply the silence, that 
the loneliness of your position confronts 
you, and tired out you fal! asleep to be 
awakened by the chattering Of hundreds of 
monkeys, swinging in the trees above, in 
early search of their morning meal.

whith, if he happens to be of the Colorado 
species, forms an excellent addition stewed 
and flavored with curry to your scant mess, 

“It can readily be imagined how, in a 
country so infested, life .\becomes almost 
unbearable, and no existence with comfort 
can be obtained. The savage attacks by 
mosquitos and files renders swathing of the 
face and hands compulsory and this, com- 
bined with the stifling, humid atmosphere 
of this climate, rapidly deprives cre of 
any sense of pleasure or enjoyment. The 
tepid, stagnant water of the swamps usu- 
ally provides the only means of quenching 
one’s thirst, but in rare spots are to be 
found a singular provision of nature in the 
aqua-bohooka, or water-withe. These huge 
Vines, often measuring ten inches in diam- 
eter, hang like garlands from the branches 
of trees and present, when severed, a sec- 
tion not unlike that of an ocean cable. 

“From them, when cut, there flows a 
sparkling, transparent water of a sligntty 
sweetish flavor, by no means unpleasant, 
and, as experience has prov ‘fe , 
jcmieteen) } proven, perfectly 

“From a species of rubber plant {s also 
obtained by tapping the trunk a milk of the 
consistency of cream, noticeably astringent 
Whengtaken by itself, but a delightful addi- 
tion to coffee, as much so as that produced 
by the’ domestic cow. This is the pato de 
Tache, or tree of milk. 

Mosquito Worms in Plenty. 

“Countless as the venomous reptiles and 
Insects are, three especially are deserving 
of particular: mention, inasmuch as they 
constitute in themselves the most } reva- 
lent types of annoyance, and from their 
poisonous natures most to be dreaded. 
iney are the mosquito worm, the 
bala-ant, and the tomagos snake, 

The first, receiving its title from the na- 
tives, is a misnomer, as has since been as- 
certained, for it is now an assured fact that 
it is simply the deposit of a fly, as is fur- 
ther explained. 

“Its first appearance is made manifest by 
a small rising, like that of a cat-boil, usual- 
ly imbedded in the fleshy portion of the 
body, accompanied by a pricking and 
itching sensation, not constant, but recur- 
ring at repeated intervals, and of sufficient 
intensity to awaken one from the soundest 
Slumber. Like a boil, it gradually increases 
in size, leaving its point of entrance red, 
while surrounding, and extending from 
it, the flesh becomes white and’ hard. 

“On account’ofr its peculiar construction 
it is impossible to relieve one's self of it, 
umtil it attains its;maturity, which occupies 
a ‘period of nine days, then a novel remedy 
is promised, which, if disagreeable, is nev- 
ertheless most effective. Carefully making 
an incision fn the shape of an X across 
the rising and merely skin-deep, a poultice 
of chewed tobacco and alcohol is applied, 
the soporific influence of these narcotics 
quickly renders the inhabitant inactive and 
in the course of a few hours is pressed like 
the core of a boil and is brought to view. 
A whitish worm one inch in, length, as 
thick as a man’s little finger, tapering to- 
ward both ends and of a telescopic tenden- 
cy, resembling more than anything else 
the small oyster cracker, lies before you 
for examination. Without microscopic aid 
itd entire parts are plainly discerned. 
From the head, which is a dark brown, 
protrudes a sharp needle-like point about 
one-eighth of an inch in length and lying 
at some little distance back a cincture of 
barbed hairs of equal length encircle it. 
This it is that renders it impossible to 
remove the obstacle earlier, for while feed- 
ing and growing on your living flesh it 
keeps these bristles raised and prevents 
extraction, for should it be crushed in 
the flesh blood poisoning ensues, 


A Terrible Effect. 

“The loathsome feeling produced by this 
insect far exceeds the suffering it causes. 
If left for a greater length of time, it 
falls of its own accord from the flesh in 
chrysalis state, and rapidly assumes the 
shape of a full-fledged and monstrous fly. 

“The bala ant. is presumably one of the 
largest and most ferocious of its specie. 
About one and a half inches in length, it 
is divided into three sections, connected 
by its vertebra. It possesses remarkable 
courage and has been known to repeatedly 
attack a fire-brand, placed at the en -rance 
of its nest until finally it succumbs on it. 

“The sting is located in the tail, and the 
venom from it, sufficiently. powerful to 
temporarily paralyze and inflame the por- 
tion of the body it inflicts for. days together. 
Its sting is scarcely less dangerous than 
that of a poisonoug snake and is similarly 
treated with ammonia or alcohol. 

“The most dreaded, however, of all the 
death-dealing reptiles is the tomagos, a 
dirty brown snake of about five feet long 
and with a maximum diameter of six 
inches. Its tail is very short and anvil- 
like, amd the head is shaped like an equi- 
lateral triangle with its points rounded off. 

“In the roof*of its mouth lies its singular 
construction, hinged like the fore and mid- 
dle fingers bent toward the palm of the 
hand, its attacking fangs repose, and from 
between the lower jaws another fang con- 
tains the venom, When ‘striking the upper 
and lower fangs are extended outward 
and as soon as the object is hit, the upper 
ones bend, and by this means, tenaciously 
adhering to its victim, the lower fang, like 
a hypodermic syringe, injects the poison. 

“As these snakes are as much at home 
in the trees as on the pvround, and their 
sting most difficult of treatment, they 
become the most deadly foes to be encoun- 
tered, 

“Ropes of horse hair for suspending 
hammocks are absolutely indispensable, for 
over them no snake‘can climb. 

“The pleasures produced by the admix- 
ture of color and magnificent verdure, are 
rapidly multiplied by the few foregoing 
dangers. Ensconced in a glass case of a 
fixed and moderate temperature one might 
enjoy the tropical attractions so bountiful- 
ly existing, but without such provision it 
were far better to remain away.” 

An Expensive Dollar. 
From The New York Journal. 

Men who work for wages should remem- 
ber that money not only buys things, but 
that it has to be bought. 

A dollar is bought by a workingman with 
a certain amount of work. If dollars are 
few and workingmen plenty he will have 
to pay pretty dear in effort for his coin. 
Perhaps he will not even get a chance to 
buy it at all, either because there are not 
enough dollars to go round or because he 
cannot or will not pay the price. In such 
event the fact that the dollar he doesn’t 
get is one of great value neither interests 
nor profits him. 

The shopkeeper buys his dollars -with 
goods. Ninety-nine out of every hundred 
of his customers, if he run a city store, 
work for wages, and if the dearness of the 
dollar destroy their power of purchasing 
he will get fewer dollars to pay clerks and 
some must be discharged: fewer dollars 
with which to buy goods and factories wil] 
be closed. Every class of labor thus suf- 
fers by a dear dollar. 

Does the banker, the mohey lender. the 
man whose investments bringing in inter- 
est outweigh all his other sources of in- 
come suffer from a dear dollar? In no wav. 
Hie does not buy dollars with work, with 
goods, with produce. He lends a dollar 
Kets back one which, under existing con- 
ditions, is sure to be more valuable than 
the one he lent, and moreover receives in- 
terest in money of high purchasing power. 
Hiis apparent interest lies wholly on the 
side of a dollar which is dear today and 
dearer tomorrow. We say his apparent in- 
terest because in fact the present system 
persisted in will be harmful to the banking 
classes as to others. The goose that lays 
the golden egg may be slaughtered. All 
securities are founded on the rosperity 
of the nation, and a policy whic compels 
the distress of the*people will compel the 
depreciation of thé”banker’s securities. 

The common people, however, will get 
near the core of this currency question 
if they remember that to get a dollar they 
must buy it with labor if workingmen, 
with wheat and corn if farmers, with cloth 
or china if merchants. The dollay¥y which 
will exchange for twice as much Hf these 
commodities as did the dollar thirty 


years ago is a dollar that cog them

County Digest: 

“The total amount of property owned 
by the colored people of the county is 
$1,178,173. Of this 1,221 acres of land worth 
$114,235 is out of the city limits, and $1,004,- 
395 is in real estate in the city. In addi- 
tion to this the colored people gave in in 
money and solvent debts, $3,175; merchan- 
dise, $9,145; household and kitchen furni- 
ture, $34,550; horses and mules, $8,223; farm- 
ing and mechanical tools, wagons and oth- 
er such things, $3,066; and other property, 
$995.”’ 

The report goes on to say that “last year 
the negroes had two doctors, one lawyer 
and one dentist who paid the $10 profes- 
sional tax required by the state and coun- 
ty, but this year only one doctor has given 
in that tax and neither have any of the 
lawyers or dentists.”’ 

There is one encouraging thing to be 
noticed in this tax digest, and that is that 
while the values on the property of the 
whites have fallen off, the values on the 
property of the colored people have in- 
creased since last year the amount of 
$2,778. 

I think this an excellent showing for one 
generation and I feel with our present ad- 
vantages, etc., we will more than double 
our wealth and intelligence before the close 
of another generation. 

There is one thing our men must learn 
to do, and that is to give in and pay their 
poll tax. I was surprised to learn that 
last year only $1,257 in poll tax money was 
paid in by the colored men of the whole 
county, while right here In the city of 
Atlanta we have a colored population of 
45,000. 


Bishop W. J. Gaines and daughter are 
now in San Francisco.

Every colored physician in the _ state 
should hold himself in readiness to attend 
the state meeting when it convenes. The 
place and daw will soon be mentioned. It 
is to their advantage to come together and 
discuss some of the important cases they 
have had, operations they have performed 
and especially should they look into and 
discuss the rapid death rate of their peo- 
ple and endeavor to remove the causes and 
apply the remedy. This work must be 
done and it must be done by the colored 
physician, and he who sulks in his tent 
and refuses to come forth and labor for 
the poor and suffering of his people is not 
doing his wMole duty to his people or him- 
self, This generation of colored physicians 
has something more to do than ‘taking 
pulse beats and respirations, looking at 
tongues and writing prescriptions. Our 
work covers a broad field. We are the 
physician, the nurse and often the spirit- 
ual adviser, as we often reach a class of 
people that the minister has never been 
able to reach. Indeed the colored physician 
of this generation in the south is simply 
a medical missionary on the field without 
a salary. I hope every physician in the 
State will visit the next meeting. Visitors 
from other states are welcome. We must 
begin to get up hospitals in all the large 
cities in the state for our people. Drs. 
McKane and Loyd have started one in 
Savannah. There is a great work to be 
done and we must arise and do it. 

Bishop H. M. Turner, D.D., will hold 
the annual conferences of the sixth epis- 
copal district of the African Methodist 
Episcopal church at the following places 
and on the dates named: North Georgia 
conference, November 4, 189, at Cedartown, 
Ga.; November 11, 1896, the Macon confer- 
ence will convene at Americus, Ga.; No- 
vember 18th the central Alabama confer- 
ence will convene at Greensboro, Ala.: De- 
cember 2d, the north Alabama conference 
will convene at Florence, Ala., and De- 
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the Georgia conference will be held at 
Bainbridge, Ga. The ministers In all of 
these conferences will take due and timely, 
notice and govern themselves accordingly. 

Thursday night the subject discussed at 
Allen Temple was “Lynching Is @ Curse to 
Any Nation.” Rev. E. R. Carter and the 
writer spoke on the subject. It was ar- 
gued that lynching was a sin and that sin 
was a reproach to any people, and, there- 
fore, that God would curse this nation for 
its participation. in that and other sins. 
Babylon was great, but today we scarcely 
know where she stood. She sinned and 
God razed her and her people from the 
earth. Where is the once philosophical 
Greece, proud Rome and their learned peo- 
ples? They sinned and in the very heights 
of their civilization God swept them from 
the face of the earth, and their greatness 
lives only today in history. These and 
many others are only fingers of warning 
pointing out to our great America that 
destructive rock, sin, upon whicly their 
ships of state foundered, wrecked and went 
down. And so will it be with her if she 
continues to go from God. Mrs. Rev. R. 
M. Cheeks sang a solo, ‘‘Who Can Forgive 
Like a Mother?’ Friday night Dr. Flipper 
delivered an able lecture on fhe subject 
“Hell in a Blaze’ that closed the week's 
fair at Allen Temple. 

Miss Ruth Holsey, daughter of Bishop 
Holsey, of the colored Methodist, will 
leave the city soon to complete her musical 
education at the conservatory of music in 
New York. She and her sister were ten- 
dered a reception, together with a few 
friends, by Professor Allen D. Cary, at 
her residence on Bradley street. This 
Shows that our people are taking hold of 
every opportunity to make themselvés pro- 
ficient in their various callings and pro- 
fessions. They are continually reaching 
up, looking up, climbing up, and, indeed, 
are coming up in morals, education, wealth, 
culture and refinement. H. R. BUTLER. 


UNDERGROUND SYSTEMS. 


The Popularity of Subterranean Lines 
Is Steadily Growing. 


Great activity is being shown in T.ondon 
at present in planning underground street 
railways, and all of the roads under con- 
sideration are to be equipped with electric- 
itv by reason of the conspicuous success 
of the electric road already in operation, 
according to The Electrical Engineer. 

The railway referred to is the City and 
South London, opened in 18%. Here for 
the first time was tried that invention of 
Mr. Greathead's, which, equally with 
electric traction, has helped to revolution- 
ize urban railway construction. This con- 
trivance, familiarly known to engineers as 
the “Greathead shield,” is an airlock sys- 
tem of tunneling, which enables work to 
be executed expeditiously at any depth in 
perfect safety, and to be continued unhin- 
dered quite irrespective of whatever springs 
mav be encountered while boring. The 
ratlways now under construction will be 
tunneled in this manner at an average 
depth of sixty feet beneath the pavements 
of London, and no sign of their progress 
will be visible to those who use the streets, 
excepting only on the sites of proposed 
stations, where shops and houses are being 
demolished. 

There are no fewer than six lines au- 
thorized, two being at the present moment 
actively pushed forward. The Waterloo 
and City railway is the shortest of all, 
and has but two stations, one at Waterloo 
and the other at the mansion house. Thi@ 
particular line is, perhaps, the most ur- 
gently needed of all, and it is now rapidly 
approaching completion. 

But public attention is attracted just 
now principally to the Central London rail- 
way, which will run from Shepherd’s Bush 
to Liverpool street, a distance of six and 
one-half miles. Authorized in the sessions 
of 1891 and 1893, its construction has just 
been undertaken by the Electric Traction 
Company, which has let all the contracts 
and has already begun pulling down the 
houses that occupy the sites of the fourteen 
stations along the route. Trains stopping 
at each station will be run at intervals 
of two minutes and a half, including all 
stoppages, in thirty-five minutes. The cost 
of construction and equipment, calculated 
at £500,000 a mile, brings the total cost to 
£3,500,000, 

The rail level will rot be less than .elghty- 
five feet beneath the surface at some 
points on this line, and five hydraulic lifts 
will convey passengers to and from the 
trains, and subways will be constructed 
for foot passengers to cross from one side 
of the road to the other. The company ex- 
pects to carry between 50,000,000 and 60,000,- 
000 of passengers in the year, but the actual 
capacity cf the line is 85,000,000. The boring 
of the two tunnels, which will be circu- 
lar, lined with iron, and but eleven feet six 
inches in dlameter, will be proceeded with 
from each Station simultaneously. By De- 
cember, 1897, this work will have been com- 
pleted. 

It will serve to give some idea of the 
magnitude of these combined railway en- 
terprises when it is considered that the 
number of new stations they will involve 
will reach a total of forty-five.

water, when one of the clerks told him 
that he would find the bucket behind the 
counter, Unfortunately one of the clerks 
had emptied a small vial of carbolie acid 
into the slop bucket, which Was near the 
water bucket, and when Mr. Daughtery 
went for the Crink the water bucket was 
gone; so, not noticing the difference, he 
took a drink from the bucket containing 
the acid. He got rid of the stuff without 
further injury than severely burning his 
tongue and throat.

President Cleveland and the nabobs in 
New York is an impostor pure and sim- 
ple, and that the real Li is at hig post 
of duty at the right hand of the Chinese 
emperor giving him daily advice on state 
matters, as has been his custont for many 
years. 

The Atlanta mongolians are perfectly se- 
rious in this belief. They cannot be con- 
yinced that Li Hung Chang, now stopping 
at the Waldorf in New York, is anyone 
but a pure fakir, and their indignation 
against him is almost as great as their 
wrath against Louls Que, who is splurg- 
ing on the money which they have labor- 
ed for so industriously. 

Chan Yee, who is considered the shrewd- 
est diplomat in the Atlanta Chinese colo- 
ny, was seen last night in regard to 
Li Hung Chang’s arrival, He was just 
preparing to attend a conference of Chi- 
nese, whch is held every Sunday, but he 
deferred his visit in order to be accom- 
modating to a Constitution man. He said 
that the runaway of Louis Que had been 
the sensation of the day in Chinese cir- 
cles, and that every effort was being 
made to secure his capture. Quung Tuck 
Lung and other leading Chinese of Mott, 
Pell and Doyer streets, the Chinese thor- 
oughfares in New York, had been noti-

fied by telegraph that Que had defaulted 


with $1,000 of borrowed money and was 
thought to be headed for the metropolis. 
It is hoped by the Chinese who have 
been duped of sums amounting to $100 to

The local mongolians will not spare ex- 
pense in their efforts to recover the runa- 
way and their funds. 

No news had been heard up to a late 
hour last night, but the Chinese who have 
lost money loaned to Que have not given 
up hope that he will yet be captured, 

Ii Suspected for Some Time. 

Atlanta Chinese are satisfied in their own 
minds that Li Hung Chang in New York 
is a fakir, but before condemning him en- 
ttrely they are waiting for a Chinese 
newspaper that is published once a week 
in New York, That newspaper has repor- 
ters with almond eyes who can give the 
far-famed hustlers of the New York news- 
papers cards and spades when it comes 
to unearthing fraud and deceit. It is 
an unheard of thing for a man who stands 
so high in the estimation of the Chinese 
emperor as to wear the peacock feather 
and the yellow jacket to leave the em- 
peror’s palace, much less the Chinese em- 
pire. For this reason these nrongolian 
reporters of the New York Chinese news- 
paper at once suspected this man who 
came traveling over the seas to shake the 
hand of President Cleveland and receive 
the courtesies and hosptailty of the United 
States government. 

They have not publicly declared that 
Li Hung Chang, the traveler, is an im- 
postor, but they have thrown out dark 
hints through the columns of their news- 
paper which have convinced the Atlanta 
Chinese that the distinguished visitor 
is a fakir. The Atlanta men did not 
hesitate to so declare last night. 

The Chinese newspaper is expected to 
reach Atlanta by Tuesday. On that day 
the local celestials expect to hear full 
facts about:Li Hung Chang, for the al- 
mond-eyed reporters will by that time have 
Scanned the new comer who comes in such 
Pomp and gilary, and they will know 
whether or not he is the real article or 
the boldest fakir in the history of the 
world. 

His Daily Attendance Necessary. 
Chan Yee declared last night that it 
Was impossible for the Wen Wa Tie Tai 
Hob Sy, Yit Tune Suh Gi Pah, Sy Wo Tai 
Su, Tai Tzi Tai Fu of the Chinese gov- 
ernment to leave the imperial palace in 
Peking for one day. The Wen Wa Tie Tai 
Hob, etc., is the official title of Li Hung 
Chang, the real article. It mreans the 
chief minister of state, the embassador 
extraordinary and plenipotentiary, the sen- 
jor guardian of the heir apparent, earl 
of the first class, and other grand high 
hullygees too numerous to mention. 

Such a man is a nabob of such impor- 
tance that the wheels of governnrent 
in the great Chinese empire would be 
clogged in case he was out of his place 
for a moment. Every day as regular as 
the rise of the sun, Li Hung Chang for 
years and years has met»the Chinese em- 
peror at a stated hour to consult with 
him in regard to matters of state. He 
has been the real brains of the entpire 
and if he has left this place, the Atlanta 
Chinese one and all agree that the only 
reason for it is,that he has been fired 
from his job. 

“If he has been expelled by the emperor,” 
Said Chan -Yee yesterday in Droken Eng- 
lish, which was almost impossible to un- 
derstand, “he has no right to receive the 
honors that are being thrust upon him in 
New York; that is, if it is the real Li 
Hung Chang, which I very much doubt. 
You know, in China there are many mil- 
lion men, many nfore millions than in this 
big country, and Li Hung Chang may have 
many ‘doubles’ among his countrymen. 
Foreigners think we all look alike, any- 
how, and it would not be hard to fool thb 
English and Americans. If he has been 
fired from his job, what right has he to 
Speak ‘for the emperor? None at all. 
He just wants a good time, and he is fool- 
ing these people and letting them spend 
money on him like water.” 

The idea that Li Hung Chang jis faking 
his way through the world is so thorough- 
ly imbued in the minds of the local Chi- 
nese that they did not hesitate to jump 
On the honored mandarin with both feet. 
They abused him nruch more roundly than 
they did Louis Que who had robbed them 
Of $1,000 only a few days ago. They look 
On Li Hung Chang's audacity as much the 
worst thing that any man could attempt. 
No argument can satsify them that he 
is the genuine right hower of the Chi- 
nese emperor. That Chinese newspaper is 
the only authority that can convince them.

CAME OVER WITH LI. 


Mr. Mas Ball Tells of a Trip Across 
the Ocean with the Mongol. 

Mr. Mays Ball, just back from Europe, 
is regaling his friends not with continental 
Stories, but with his experiences with Li 
Hung Chang, with whom he crossed the 
ocean Jast week. 

Mr. Ball and lA came from South- 
ampton to New York together on the St. 
Louis, reaching the latter place Friday 
at noon, On the journey over Mr. Ball saw 
much of the world’s greatest Chinaman, 
and one of the world’s greatest men, and 
he has much that is of interest to tell of 
the queer and wealthy Mongol. 

“Li travels in great state,’ said Mr. Ball. 
“He carries a troop of servants—the best 


trained you ever saw—and while he is ex- | 


tremely democratic in his ways, he wants 
for nothing in the way of personal atten- 
tion and does little for himself. 

“Li came down from London on a special 
train. He came on board the St. Louls amid 
applause, and immediately he was sur- 
rounded, It seemed to bore him, but he 
stood it out. There was a fresh lawyer 
from New York on board, and he tackled 
Li the first man, Li talked through an 
interpreter, and the fresh man sailed into 
him. It bored Li terribly, but he answered 
politely. The crowd that had gathered 
around were interested in Li, but- terribly 
tired out by the fresh talker. “Tell his ex- 
cellency,’ said the lawyer, ‘that I régret 
that we have a law excluding the Chinese 
from our country. Ask him what he thinks 
of it.” The interpreter frowned. ‘His ex- 
cellency never discusses diplomatic ques- 
tions,” he said. 

“All the way over Li had a great crowd 
around him. All the babies on the boat 
had to be presented to him, and the old 
coon didn’t seem to enjoy it a bit. He kept 
in his cabin more than he would have other- 
wise done to save ‘himself from the curious 
crowds. He had his meals in his private 
saloon. They were specially prepared by 
his Chinese cook. He never trusts him- 
self to foreign cooks. 

“Li is very easy to approach. He talked 
with whoever addressed him, but was not 
a bit reserved in expressing his opin.ons. 
He is, on the contrary, very outspoken, 
and says things that his questioners. fre- 
quently do not relish.

data for an article that he is going to write. 
Hie took pains to explain to him that he 
had been to the coronation of the czar to 
write it up, and that he was writing a 
novel. That made Li mad. ‘Writing a 
novel!’ he exclaimed in disgust. ‘You 
ought to be ashamed of yourself, Writing 
a novel, indeed! A big, strapping, able- 
bodied fellow like you ought to be at work. 
Why don’t you go to work”’ 

“General Wagner, of Philadelphia, was on 
board, and engaged Li in conversation. LA 
asked about a Philadelphia man whom he 
once knew in China, and wanted to know 
if General Wagner knew him. ‘Oh, yes,’ 
exclaimed General Wagner, ‘I knew him 
well, very well, indeed. In fact, he was one 
of my very best friends. But, poor fellow, 
he got into financial troubles, He could 
not raise some money that he needed on 
some securities, and he lost his fortune,’ 
li looked at the general in surprise, ‘Do 
you mean to say,’ said he, ‘that he was 
vour best friend, and you did not help him 
in a case like that?’ The crowd gathered 
around and cheered the sentiment. 

“Li's adopted son and several distin- 
guished Chinese were on board. They 
mingled with the other passengers and ate 
in the regular dining room, They talked 
with great freedom and ease, 

“The reception given Li at New York was 
indeed remarkable. The display of ships 
was a sight worth going many miles to 
see, The booming of cannon and noise of 
steamers’ whistles didn’t disturb the great 
Chinaman in the least. He didn’t show 
himself, and appeared to take little or no 
interest in the proceedings. He appeared 
to be dreadfully bored all the time. 

“Li was never seasick, and appeared to 
enjoy the rest which the sea trip gave 
him. If he had never seen much of Ameri- 
eans he had an opportunity to study them 
before his arrival in New York, as the ship 
was full of them, and every time he ap- 
peared, they surrounded him.”

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Rev, W. 8S. Vail Answers Criticisms 
of His Denomination. 

Rey. W. 8S. Vail began his sermon by 
quoting the words of St. Paul: “We be- 
lieve and therefore speak,” and proceed- 
ed with a defense of his church against 
certain accusations recently made in “a 
representative convention of Christians, in 
which it was declared that ‘Unitarianism 
lacked earnestness of purpose, reverence, 
an application of the solemnity of life and 
the real elements of religious activity.’ ” 
Replying to these the speaker said 
could be no good end gained by calling 
names, or speaking from the standpoint 
of prejudice. What makes the difference 
in the judgment of two men?”

He and a friend had once heard 
Mr. Lelacheuer, who recently set a whole 
audience so wild at a missionary meeting 
that they passed up bankbooks and gold 
watches, and when he and his friend came 
Out what was the climax of earnestness 
to one was rant and froth and foam to 
the other. Is a man more earnest because 
he works himself into a paroxysm of phy- 
sical fervor? Is there no earnestness in 
that typical silent man who is your friend 
once, your friend always, firm in all storms. 
faithful in all adversities? If I were in 
need or trouble, if I were in one of those 
straits into which men sometimes fall and 
where they need a friend, trusty § and 
tried, I would not always go to the man 
who had the reputation for much talking, 
emotional zeal and many téars—I would £0 
to the more quiet man, who makes no pa- 
rade of his earnestness, but feels pro- 
foundly the touch of another’s misfor- 
tune. 

Are we, as a people, careless of the main 
fact of life? Do we fail to realize that we 
are speeding on to eternity? Do we fail 
to appreciate the element of transitoriness 
which has given the poet, the prophet and 
the sage so many lessons? I think not. 
We realiz» fully the picture of the pro- 
phet who saw the white cloud, lying a mo- 
ment in the blue of the ether, then chang- 
ing form, and called an emblem of man’s 
life? We even feel the justice of the myth 
of the sisters who wove the thread 
which was cut, often at the most inoppor- 
tune time, by the cruelest and most sinis- 
ter of them all.

Dr. Atkisson Tells of the Progress the 
Gospel Has Made. 

Rev. Dr. Atkisson preached on ‘The 
Power of the Gospel,”’ using as a text: 
“Ror I am not ashamed of the gospel, for 
it is the power of God unto salvation,” 
placing the stress first on ‘power’ as a 
huppy theme at the time the text was 
written among the Roman people. In part 
he said: 

“They were a power-loving people and 
had extended their reign over the Known 
world. But the apostle introduced a new 
and different kind of power, a benevolent, 
a saving power—the power of God unto 
salvation. This power consists of principles, 
of truths to be believed and acted on. The 
common ideas of power are found in great 
physical forces, such as a splendid army, a 
furioug storm, an exploding planet, but 
these physical forces are not to be compar- 
ed to strong laws, great philosophical truths 
and spiritual principles which are based 
in human nature and draw to themselves 
the mass of our being. Early Christianity 
met all kinds of physical resistunee una 
stood as a throne amid the wreck and ruin 
of ancient material grandeur. She rescucd 
and for a time suspended the fall of the 
Roman empire. She digirmed her enemies 
and enlisted them in their own cause. She 
found Kurope being deluged in blood, wiih 
superstition and idolatry réigning on every 
side and absolute despotism reStinuinys cle 
progress of man, but her spirit brooded 
over this chaotic mass and it became a 
living civilized form. So eivilizaion in its 
highest form today is a producton of Chris- 
tianity; literature, education, art and law 
to a great extent are but the natural result 
of civilization; hence Christianity is the 
mother of all that is pure, true, beautiful 
and holy. The gospel is the source of all 
this power, 

“Its power is seen in the gracious opera- 
tion which brings back individual sinners 
to holiness and peace; in giving man a 
differen. conception of his nature, his desti- 
ny, and in awakening new hopes and in 
lifting him to a new plane of living. It not 
only breaks down the kingdom of evil, but 
it builds up the empire of truth. It reveals 
man. It wins, then disciplines, then pre- 
serves and at last crowns with immortal 
peace each soul it redeems, [ts future Is 
bright. The nineteenth century could not 
be an infidel centurv, though such was 
predicted concerning it at its dawn. It has 
been truly a religious century, Never has 
true Christianity taken such a deep root 
in the world, never before has she extend- 
ed herself over such large portions of the 
earth or held so commanding a position 
or made her influence so deeply felt in all 
relations of life. In education, in govern- 
mental relations and even in political mat- 
ters she exerts an influence neyer felt so 
forcibly before. We can enumerate her fol- 
lowers by the millions, Today her mission- 
aries are in all lands, and like angels of 
tod from their shining wines they are 
showering down their benedictions, which 
shall prove a saving power to them alike 
as to us. Then let us not be ashamed of 
the gospel, but rather let us be ashamed 
of ourselves, our lives, our efforts to ad- 
vance its power and our poor appreciation 
of its work and worth among Us as a peo- 
ple.’’ 


PROGRESS IN THE SOUTH. 


Report of the Southern Railway Shows 
Improving Conditions, 

The annual report of the Southern Rail- 
way for the year ending June 30th last 
shows an increase in net earnings of $57s,- 
862, but as an offset to this there was an 
increase in interest and other charges 
amounting to $1,016,969. There was a profit 
and loss balance after all charges of 
$556,478. 

The amount standing to credit of profit 
and loss as the result of two years’ opera- 
tion is $1,452,223. The company has no 
floating debt, and the excess of current 
assets over current liabilities is about 
$1,000,000. 

The company expended for new construc- 
tion and improvements during the year 
$758,842. consisting chiefly of terminal inr- 
provements at Norfolk, Pinner’s Point and 
Atlanta, and the new shops elsewhere. The 
company also spent $1,002,987 for new equip- 
ment. 

The expenses for the year, which were 
as 
compared with 71.57 per cent for the year 
previous, include many improvements to 
the physical condition of the property. 
Nearly two hundred miles of new heavy 
steel rails have been laid during the year, 
making in all over five hundred miles with- 
in the last two years. 

Only about fifteen per cent of the ton- 
Nage of the company is composed of agri- 
cultural products, less than four per cent 
being cotton, while over forty per cent is 
received from mines and mining industries, 
and over twenty-five per cent consists of 
the products of Manufactories. The in- 
conte account for the last year is as fol- 
lows:
